Proposal That Astronomical In- 
struments From China Be 
Returned. 



Press Stirred Up Over Grave 
Trouble on a German 
Cruiser. 



Captain Gets Letter Threatening 

He MiQht be Thrown 
Overboard. 



Berlin, Oct. 5.— The most lively topica 
of the week here have been the question 
of the return of the Chinese astronomical 
instruments taken from Pekin; the pro- 
posed crossing of Unter dor Linden by 
nn electric railroad; the reported protest 
of the Hungarian premier, Lolomnn de 
Shell, against the proposed German tar- 
ill', and the cruiser Gazette incident. 

The whole press practically agrees 
that the astronomical instruments were 
illegally carried off. Even the Kreuz 
Zoitung criticizes tho notion of the tier- 
mans as follows: "Tne instruments 
were manifestly taken unlawfully. 
The perpetrators undoubtedly acted in 
good faith, but that docs no! settle the 
affair. The least that can be done is to 
deduct the value of the instruments from 
the Chinese indeniuity." The statement 
that the instruments were purchased and 
nut booked for some three weeks ago 
is not officially refuted. The Neuste 
Xachrichteu says it is not sufficient to 
jfl'er tip transport them back to China 
i ml replace them at Germany's exptUsi.-, 
on the spot from which they were taken, 
if China is unwilling >'o do so. and de- 
duct the amount from the indemnity. 
The Vorwartes triumphantly explains 
that China intends to leave the illegally 
acquired goods in Germany ns a con- 
tinual remembrance of how Germany 
pects international law, and says that 
the honor of Germany demands that the 
instruments be taken back to China. 

General satisfaction is expressed at 
the reports that Frinee Ching has given 
ssurnnces that the Dowager Empress 
nil the Emperor agree ns to the ncces- 
ity fur u change in the Chinese systems 
of government and tjiat reform edicts 
wili bo enforced upon the return of the 
court. 

Prince Chun, tho Chinese special en- 
voy, and his retinue lived three weeks 
here at the expense of Emperor Wil- 
liam and the .empire. Even iu« c\cu.-,- 
sions were paid for. 

Regarding the proposal to run an elec- 
tric road line across the Unter den Lin- 
den, the Mer.ste Nnchriehten says. "Tho 
waves will recede nnd no victim is re- 
quited. The Democrats vainly hoped to 
make capital out of the eonllict. Ill 
view of the fact that legal right is with 
the crown, as chief burgomaster, only 
those who strive to displace the centre 
of gravity, the crown, speak of the pow- 
er and right of self-government, and urge 
an enlargement of the powers of the 
Berlin government." 

Regarding the alleged objection of 
Austria to the German tariff, the Munich 
Allegeminc Zeitung says it can announce 
upon reliable authority that neither con- 
fidential nor official representations have 
been made on the subject to Berlin. 

Cases of insubordination which have 
occurred on board the German cruiser 
Gazelle recently have been much ven- 
tilated in the press. Soeretlveness of 
the officials on tne subject is condemned 
and the uiitui-nl result is that there has 
been considerable exaggeration. The 
liallucchcs Volkshlntt (Social Democrat I 
claims there was a mutiny on board the 
vessel, which i.s commanded by Capt. 
Neitske, a severe disciplinarian. The 
sailors, who had served in China, were 
called upon to perform the strictest ser- 
vice, and they complained that their 
food was not satisfatcory. The captain 
one day found a letter in his cabinet re- 
questing that n change he made and 
notifying him that otherwise he would 
he thrown overboard. 

The moderate newspapers ask for the 
publication of all the details connected 
With the alleged mutiny. 



SCHLEY INQUIRY. 

Evidence Taken of the Brooklyn's Navi- 
gating Officer- 

Washington, Oct. 5.— Only one session 
of the Schley court of inquiry was neiU 
today. An adjournment until Monday 
was taken at 1 o'clock in order to allow 
court and counsel to recuperate after an 
arduous week's labor. I'recticully tlie 
only 'witness of the day was Lieut. -Com- 
mander Albon Hodgson, who was navi- 
gator of the flagship Brooklyn during 
the campaign of 1SDS, and almost his en- 
tire time was taken up with the reading 
of correspondence between himself and 
Admiral Schley concerning nn alleged 
colloquy between then' during the battle 
of Santiago, which the witness was re- 
ported to have detailed to a newspaper 
correspondent. The correspondence has 
been published nnd this fact rendered 
the proceedings of comparatively little 
interest. Lieut. Doyle was also on the 
Maud again, but only for the purpose of 
correcting his former testimony.

How much of this the 
present harvest will supply is uncertain 
Some of Uie authorities stufte that on « 
pinch this year's harvest will suffice, 
but that next year, unless there is a 
wonderful harvest, durance will have to 
apply abroad for food .stuffs. Others 
place this year's yield at but 44C,00G,0OG 
bushels, leaving a deficit ito come from 
abroad this year of !)!),:{;io,000 bushels. 
About the same conditions as prevailed 
in 1897.

Copenhagen, Oct. 5.— For the first 
first time in many years King Christian 
today opened the Rigsdag. The speech 
from the throne, which the King read 
noted that an interval of many years 
had oluipsod since he last personally con- 
veyed the royal greetings to the Rigs- 
dtn isi its opining sessian iHiu 'Muj: st> 
proceeded: "In appointing the new min- 
istry twe have responded to the wish of 
the majority of the people by entrusting 
the conduct of the government to men 
who are in possession of the confidence 
of the nation, nnd we cherish the strong 
iiope tthnt. it will ibe vouchsafed to us 
to see fruitful co-operation between the 
government and the Rigsdag. We con-

Washington, D. O, Oct. 5.— Copies of 
general orders from the department of 
Cuba just received nt the war depart- 
ment contain the records of an interest- 
ing coui-t martial trial. 

Ixiys Dnrrell, a private in troop "G" 
TOth Cavalry, was tried on a charge of 
desertion, found guilty and sentenced 
to be dishonorably discharged from the 
service. 

(The reviewing authority found much 
fault with tlie finding of the court, hold- 
ing that tlie penalty imposed for the 
offence committed was "scandalously in- 
adequate," and all the testimony pre- 
sented to the court was that of the 
accused in his own behalf. Dnrrell 
pleaded "guilty'' with extenuating cir- 
umslances to the charge. The entenu- 
ating circumstances, says General Wood,, 
the reviewing authority, were that Dnr- 
rell was suspected of murder by tho 
majority of his troop. 

On tne morning of April 1(1, 1000, 
Henry L. Crouch, u private in troop 
'O" Seventh Cavalry, was found mur- 
lered in an ordnance store house tent, 
adjoining the barracks of his troop at 
Pinar Del Rio, Cuba. The stripes 
around his neck plainly showing that he 
bail been strangled and his skull was 
rushed evidently by a hatchet or other 
blunt instrument. He was known to- 
huve money on his person. His pockets 
were turned inside out, indicating tho 
object of the crime. Circumstances 
pointed to Dnrrell, as one of the per- 
petrators of the deed, and while an in- 
tigation was being made, Dnrrell de- 
serted his post, went to Havana, then 
New.' Orleans, and there took passage 
for South Africa. 

On the 25th of tho following July 
he was apprehended at Beira, South. 
Africa, ami returned to Cuba for trial.. 
He was tried before the Audencia of" 
Pinar Del Rio on a charge of murder 
and acquitted. He immediately went 
to Columbia barracks and surrendered 
himself to the commanding officer, and 
was then tried and sentenced on a charge 
of desertion.

MRS. HITCHCOCK'S LECTURE. 

A Delightful Entertainment in the 
Dritird Parlors East Night. 

The parlors of the Drliml wen- well 
tilled last night by an appreciative audi- 
ence to hear Mrs. Mary E. Hitchcock's 
illustrated lecture on the Yukon. After 
the lecture Miss Merringtoii recited an 
original poem about "A Common Dog." 
The entertainment wns a very delightful 
one, and both ladies are greatly to be 
congratulated upon it. 

In her lecture Mrs. Hitchcock takes 
her hearers with her on a journey to 
Dawson -by way of Behriug -Sea, and 
out again over tlie White Pass in the 
days before the railway was built. Then 
she leads them into Atlin, and tells 
Ibrielly of life in that interesting camp. 
There is not a dull passage in the lecture, 
nml very much of it is descriptive mat- 
ter of a very high order. -Her portrayal 
of lire in a mining camp is very vivid 
and true, and she has caught the true 
spirit of pioneer life. Tt is understood 
that IMrs. Hitchcock contemplates de- 
livering this lecture in other places, and 
the Colonist unhesitatingly recommends 
it to the public. The talented lady 
graphically portrays the characteristic 
features of one of the most exciting 
gold stampedes in history, and .special 
interest attaches to it because of her 
peculiar point of view. She went to 
Dawson simply for the sake of adven- 
ture. Her life hud been spent in culti- 
vated and aristocratic surroundings, and 
in her lecture she unconsciously discloses- 
this fact, which lends peculiar interest 
to her description.

Prom this charm- 
ing poem we feel safe in saying that 
literature has made a distinct gain from 
Miss Merrington's sojourn in the North. 
She has seen a phase of life of which 
the world at large has learned very lit- 
tle, but which she and Mirer.

The audience would have 
liked to have seen the race finished, but 
it was too dark, and the judges were 
reluctantly compelled to call it oil", and 
decide it 'on the merits as they judged 
best, as this being Sunday it would not 
be finished today. Them was a largo 
audience present, ami the sport was 
greatly enjoyed, although it would have 
ibeen tin improvement had the delays not 
been so great. The Fifth Regiment 
band was present during the day and 
enlivened the proceedings. 

The first race was called on time. It 
was the free-for-all trotting and pacing, 
for which two entries had been made, 
Fannie Putnam 2:13, owned by W. G. 
IStovenson and Meteor 2:17, owned by 
W, Miller. In the first two heats neither 
driver pushed his horse, lint in the third 
IMr. Stevenson, who was behind Fannie 
started out to smash the track record. 
The mare trotted splendidly for the first 
half, but unfortunately broke badly in 
the second half, and in fact came under 
the wire on the run. Meteor was never 
driven hard, and in the last heat was 
flagged.. The time by heats was 2:40, 
2:4-? and 2:34. 

The mile dash brought out Dnrv Free 
owned 1 'by J. .T. Bottirer, and ridden bv 
IMr. Rninev: Barnadillo. owned bv W. 
■Marshall, with Thad Williams in the 
saddle, and Dr. Marks owned by .T. 
Cain and ridden by .T. Millington. It 
•was n 'hard fought race from the drop of 
the flag, especially between Dr. Marks 
and Bnrdani'.lo, neither of which had 
any advantage as far as the jockeys 
were concerned. Dr. Marks, however, 
.got a lead and despite the urgings of 
AVilliams, Barnadillo was unable to 
catch him, although he made it interest- 
ing. The time was l:47Vj, which is very 
good for n half mile track. 

There was as usual considerable trou- 
'ble in getting the horses started in the 
half mile dash, the riders doing a great 
deal of skirmishing for the best place. 
'Finally Starter Gordon sent them along. 
There were but two horses in the race, 
Duringo owned by C. K. Ray and ridden 
by Dubois and Pettigrew, who was en- 
tered at the last minute. Duringo got 
the worst of the start, but made it up on 
the turn only to lose his position again. 
Pettigrew taking the lead before the 
quarter was reached and retaining it. 
He finished in .53. 

The next race on the programme was 
trotting and pacing, owners to drive; 
'horses to he owned in the province for 
three months before the race, and to 
have no records. It was announced by 
the judges that the committee had 
changed the conditions, and that anyone 
would be allowed to drive. Four horses 
were entered, II. G. Wilson's Holly 
Bird; H. Morton's Red Cloud; W. .1. 
Hnnna's Orene, and B. Gouge's Cady 
-Minto. The latter was driven by .1. 
Bowker, the other owners driving their 
burses. Both Bed Cloud and Holly Bird 
had been through a course of training, 
which helped them considerably, es- 
pecially in the final heats.

Dutch Volunteer Tells How Prisoners

These 
foreigners wore soon distributed among 
the commandoes, and for more than six 
months I had little opportunities of 
learning how hard it is to keep these 
brave but absolutely undisciplined people 
in order. Often they disappeared, only 
In return laden with loot— n state of 
things which naturally gave rise to 
some uuideasantness. 

This was not all, and 1 well remem- 
ber a rather serious shock being given 
to me in June. l!)()n, when these- people 
were again sent on commando to watch 
the railway to the east of Middlehurg. 
I had two brothers— from Montenegro— 
with me, and after each fight they bo- 
came extremely excited, and used to try 
to explain something to me in their un- 
couth language. Only after several 
weeks, when they began to have a few- 
words of Dutch, did I understand what 
they wanted. It appeared that they 
took it us a great insult that thev were 
not allowed to put an end to all the 
English who fell into our hands. 
Dozens of times they would cry out. 
" Engelschmaii nie gned nie," and make 
significant gestures of drawing a knife 
across the throat. They tried to make 
me understand that things were man- 
aged much better in their country, 
where one siniplv cuts off a prisoner's 
head. People lik,. these Montenegrins 
are to bo found with every commando, 
and as in every light individuals are left 
nowadays much In themselves and their 
own judgment, it is not always possible, 
especially when you cannot understand 
Ciem or make them understand you. to 
keep them in check. Therefore I think 
it almost certain that the Vlakfontein 
outrages must be .ascribed to the pres- 
ence of this foreign element.

While Still a Scjeiltfiic Sensation it is 
Xot a New Discovery. 

The most sensational thing in the 
scientific world today is liquid air. \et 
it has taken a long time to achieve 
popularity, lot it was in 1SS3 that it was 
iirst maue by Professor Wroblcski, at 
Cracow. Considerably more than three- 
HUurters of a century before that, how- 
ever— ill fact, at the very beginning of 
the last century— Dnlton, m his famous 
essay, "On the force vt steam or va- 
por irom water and various other liquids, 
both in a vacuum and in air," made a 
statement which, viewed by those u«- 
acquainted with tho capacities which 
science offers for deductive logical rea- 
soning, must seem very like the working 
of a mind inspired with the power of 
prophecy. At the beginning of that es- 
say ho wrote: "There can scarcely bo a 
doubt entertained respecting the reduci- 
bility of all clastic muds of whatever 
kind" into liquids, uud we ought not to 
despair of effecting it low tempcra- 
tt res, and by strong pressure exerted 
upon the unmixed gases." Those worda 
were written in 1S»>'-, and repeated in

THE BUITISII MARKET. 

Tin' Dublin correspondenl of the Mon- 
treal Star write* as follows: 

Canada is year by year becoming more 
formidable as a rival lo the Irish farm- 
er in the British markets. Canadian 
produce lias already obtained a firm hold 
in tin- great consumptive centres across 
the Channel, and every year witnesses 
a still further increase in the extent to 
which it i.s supplanting Irish produce 
there. In 1805 — just six years ago — the 
total imports of Canadian butter to the 
British markets amounted to only 7<S,- 
llllll casks; hist year it had risen to over 
200,000 casks. In the same way the im- 
ports of cheese — in which, however, tho 
Irteh fanners were not so much interest- 
ed, as for some reason or other cheese 
cannot be made in this country — rose 
from ITri.nni) boxes in lSiKi to 233.000 in 
1000. Canadian pig products arc aiso 
steadily gaining in popularity, and are 
calculated to make slill further progress 
in the same direction within the next 
few years, becnuee of the stops taken 
by the Canadian government authorities 
to improve the class of pigs used in the 
production of bacon and hams in this 
country. Of late years there has been 
a large increase in the trade in eggs be- 
tween the Dominion and the Mother 
Country, but a recent move by the egg 
importers of Liverpool and Manchester 
may probably iiiterfd to some extent 
with the Canadian trade. 

The egg den lore in the cities mention- 
ed, as well as in other large centres, are 
offering Inducements to Irish shippers 
by advancing (i() per cent, of the value of 
the eggs and putting them into cold 
storage on arrivnl in England, thereby 
preventing them from being sold as for- 
merly for what they would fetch. As 
Ireland is a very large contributor to the 
egg supplies of Croat Britain, it is pret- 
ty certain that these cold storage eggs 
hi the great British centres will serious- 
I" compete with the pickled eggs from 
Canada. Hitherto large quantities f 
Irish eggs linvo arrived in Liverpool, 
Glasgow and Manchester and other big 
oifio.y in the spring and summer months, 
which had to he sold while fresh nt the 
market price, which frequently was very 
low. It remains to he seen how this 
new feature in the English egg trade 
will affect the Canadian trade. 



In America, and on th 
Continent, where liquid air has also been 
prepiired on a practically commercial 
scale, it is transported from place to 
place in a bucket covered with felt to 
l«>*en evaporation, for all tne world as 
if it were really water, and a small 
quantity is dipped out for use :is re- 
quired. In the laboratory, however, 
where it is treated with more ceremony, 
It was Iirst collected in a double llask, 
the space between the two surfaces be- 
ing converted into a vacuum, and the in- 
ner surface silvered to still further les- 
sen the evaporation by heat from the 
outside. If out of a bucket of liquid 
air some is taken with a tin ladle, the 
mere action so chills the tin that it be- 
comes as brittle as Venetian glass and 
if dropped on the ground shivers into a 
thousand pieces like the little glass toys 
which are commonly called Prince Itu- 
pcrt's drops. An india-rubber ball put for 
a moment into liquid air becomes so brit- 
tle that if taken out and thrown agaiuKt 
the' wall it falls t,, th,' ground in thou- 
sands of splinters, and ii can be as 
easily shattered by the blow of a ham- 
mer. All the metals arc, indeed, more 
er less affected in the same way. 
as is india-rubber, by the extreme uoii 
produced by liquid air, though all become 
stronger while they are so frozen. A 
spiral spring made of fusible metal wire 
so line that it will not support the 
weight of a single ounce without 
straightening at the ordinary temper- 
ature of the air will, if cooled in liquid 
air to ]oo ,leg. C, support a weight of 
a couple of pounds, and will continue to 
do so as long as it is kept at the same 
temperature. Indeed, frozen iron re- 
quires twice as much power to break it 
after it is immersed in liquid air as it 
docs at the ordinary temperature of the 
atmosphere. 

A striking experiment, which will 
show the enormous power of liquid air, 
i (insists iu pouring some over quick-sil- 
ver which has been put into a mould 
having a screw eve at each end. In n 
moment the liquid metal becomes frozen 
hard, and the screw eye is lirmlv em- 
bedded in it. If a cord is attached to 
' lie end and to the other weight of oil 
pounds, the weight will lie suspended for 
fifteen or twenty minutes ut the ordi- 
nary temperature before the metal is 
thawed sufficiently I" allow the screw 
eye lo be pulled out. and nearly as long 
a time again elapses before tin" quick- 
silver r< turns t" its ordinary liquid 
state.

The vacuum which Torricelli described, 
the vacuum which the scientist would 
have sworn existed, the vacuum which 
every student has received as an article 
of supreme faith, is disproved! It i s n 
chimera, a vain imagining. The vacuum 
contains the vapor of the mercury in the 
tube. It is lint the merest fraction of 
vapour, so little that it exerts a pres- 
sure of only one-millionth of an atmo- 
sphere — impalpable, unthinkable; yet un- 
tie I the alchemy of this force it 'reveals 
itself to the eye of even the most care- 
less observer.

When we started, Fait and several 
others went on ahead in a home-made 
canoe, and I and six others followed in 
a row-bout. Wis were followed in turn 
by two other bonis, and in this order 
we started on our trip of some 400 miles. 
The first day we rowed .'it) miles across 
the Gulf of Georgia, and reached the 
mouth of the Eraser. The second day 
wo were rowing up the Eraser; we 
camped on the site of wlnnt is now New 
Westminster. After rowing up the 
river and across lakes for twelve days, 
during which we had a very exciting 
and thrilling experience, wo reached an 
Indian trail, which was 75 miles across 
country to a point on the Eraser river 
that we wanted to reach. We had to 
carry our boat and all our stores across 
this trail of 75 mikfl. After we had 
covered the distance and endured great 
privations, and overcome wtliat were ap- 
parently insurmountable difficulties, had 
a shooting match, and narrowly escaped 
a lynching bee, we reached the Eraser, 
and found two or three hundred men 
there, who were unable to cross on ac- 
count of the extraordinary high water. 
Myself iiikI a couple of others con- 
structed a boat to use as a ferry. AVe 
got four boards at moderate price of 
$1 a foot, and 30 nails at $1 a nail (this 
was before the day of trusts), and, (hav- 
ing improvised this ferry boat, we start- 
ed business carrying passengers across 
the Eraser. The rate of ferriage was 
according to the risk we ran, and on the 
first day we netted $308. In three 
weeks our receipts were §2,800, and 
then competition was encountered. 
After this we took up our claims and 
started in bona fide mining. 

The water receded sulliciently from 
the bars so that we could locate our 
claims. With a common rocker we 
would take out about $10 a day. 

The winter being near, we built a 
comfortable cabin, but no provisions 
came from the Hudson's Bay Company. 
We had made out to exist up to this 
time, but this state of affairs could not 
last much longer. We learned that the 
men employed by the Hudson's Bay 
Company to make the road had endeav- 
ored to get more money than was agreed 
Upon for their services; and because 
the company would not submit to their 
demands they took possession and 
blocked the road, hence the company 
could not fulfil the contract. Our con- 
dition was becoming serious, as no food 
could be obtained: besides, we were 
surrounded by hostile Indians. 

Word came to us that there was a 
party at Bridge Itiver with provisions 
that could be bought. A number of us 
went up (distance seven miles); we 
found the parly, but they could spare 
only five pounds to each, for which we 
paid $2.50 per pound. Some of our 
men got whiskey from these parties, and 
by the time we got to our boat (our 
cabin being on the other side of the 
river), they were badly intoxicated. 
One of them made an attempt to shoot 
me because 1 was trying to get him into 
the boat. I caught his arm and spoiled 
his aim, but the bullet slightly skinned 
my leg. 

We began to think we would have to 
leave the country or die of starvation. 
We thought that it was barely possible 
that we might descend tho river In our 
boat, and we nt once made arrangements 
to do so. The weather was very cold 
and the river very dangerous because of 
anchor ice and rapids. The last food 
we ate before wo started was a crow 
that one of our men had shol the day 
before. We had no salt, nor had any 
for two months. Wo floated down the 
river till night overtook us. went ashore, 
made a fire, laid down, cold and hungry, 
without shelter. The next morning we 
found the river frozen over as far as we 
could see. We concluded to abandon 
tlhe boat, ns this kind of conveyance 
was impracticable. We thought if we 
could reach Horso-Mc-nt Bar., seo-called. 
we might get shelter and food. We 
reached the cabin of Mr. Frank, a Her- 
man, about o'clock that evening. We 
spent a comfortable night us far as 
warmth was- concerned, but our frond 
Frank could sp->ro hut a little 'mite from 
his larder. We well knew if we did 
pot obt'.'n food on our march our sirnn- 
tioo wou'd soon he serious indeed. The 
uex* dnv wo resumed our journey, fol- 
lowing the fours? of tho river, which in 
Miaov idaces- "-.is almost itnnassahle.

After spending 
tlie day in dangerous and arduous toil, 
hungry and cold, we all again hoarded 
our frail craft and went on our way for 
Eort Yuli. Wo arrived at this point 
weak and weary. In looking back and 
pondering over our hair-breadth escape, 
it caused cold chills to run through 1113' 
frame. We presumed that our suffer- 
ings would end upon our arrival Here, 
but alas! our hopes soon were blasted, 
because the place neither afforded shel- 
ter nor food. We made out to get a 
maf of bread each, for which we paid 
$5. This was all that could be ob- 
tained, with 1-10 miles before us. Wo 
took in our boat five others, making in 
nil a company of ten. We started out 
iu company with three other boats, with 
a strong current. We sailed on till near 
dusk. We landed on the side of an 
island upon which was an accumulation 
of driftwood. The wood being dry, we 
soon had a lire. After partaking of a 
small morsel, we spread down blankets 
on tho snow, laid ourselves in rows, 
"spoon fashion," and then covered our- 
selves with blankets. In this way we 
were comparatively comfortable by the 
combined heat of our bodies. The night 
was extremely cold. The next morning 
the river was frozen ns far as could he 
seen. We consulted together. All ex- 
cept our party concluded to abandon 
their boats, but we stuck to ours. We 
arranged ourselves on each side and 
pushed her over the ice. Frequently 
the ice would not bear us, in which case 
would hang to the gunwale. After 
working in this way till day and part of 
the night, we succeeded iu getting into 
ipen water. We found some of our 
nou wore weakening, especially two. 
They were last asleep oil the thwarts. 
We covered them up with their blankets. 
Thi' balance of the men. except the twins 
ami us two Nova Scotians, were very 
much discouraged, and inclined lo he 
drowsy. The boat became surrounded 
illi i.e. a::, I little could he done in pro- 
pelling her with oars. The night was 
lark and we were ignorant of our pro- 
bitl about midnight we discovered 
11 light oil our left, which 
for only u short time, hut a: 
afterwards it again

Lnngley, we the,, supposed we were 
abreast of that fort, and that the island 
had shut out the light from our vision. 
This surmise proved to lie correct. Soon 
the ice opened and allowed us to shoot 
our boat to shore. Here we found our- 
selves about two miles below Laugley, 
the snow nliout two or three feet deep, 
and we in it with no means of convey- 
ance. Our party now consisted of two 
men frozen to insensibility, their feet 
having to be loosened from the lioat by 
cutting the lea with a hatchet: four 
men so much exhausted us scarcely able 
lo walk, and four small men that must 
do all that was done. My countryman 
and myself took the one man, and the 
twin brothers the other. All we asked 
of the others was to go ahead and 
mark the track through the woods. We 
got within a quarter of a mile of the 
little village of Langley (not the fort), 
when we came to an old shack. In this 
we took shelter until some one could go 
on and report our condition. In n short 
time about 50 miners came out and car- 
ried the sick men, and us four who car- 
ried them, into the little village, and 
handed us over to a fat old lady who 
was running a whisky shop. Though 
her exterior was rough and her calling 
not over respectable, yet she possessed a 
sympathetic heart. She was the per- 
sonification of tenderness. The frozen 
men were laid out upon the floor, hot 
whiskey poured down their throats, and 
snow heaped upon their legs and feet. 
The next morning t'ho boots were cut 
from their feet, nnd it was found that 
they were frozen 'badly, extending above 
their knees. The poor fellows were in 
a very bad condition, nnd no medical 
assistance could be obtained. 

The next day one of the men who had 
abandoned the boats, arrived at the Hud- 
sou's Bay station with a can con- 
taining $15,000 in gold dust. lie re- 
ported many of 'his boat -mates to be 
dead or dying. The Hudson's Bay 
people offered to provide ox-teams to 
bring them in, if the men would volun- 
teer to clear the road. A number of the 
miners agreed to go to the rescue. 
Among the party was a .lew, who 
owned the .flu, 000 brought in by the 
man. The Jew offered him half the 
money if he would save the money and 
his life. Before undertaking the con- 
tract he covered him up well in blan- 
kets and started out, and by desperate 
efforts ho reached the fort. 

The men and teams returned after 
two days' absence, bringing back 21! 
dead men; in fact none were alive ex- 
cept the .lew. and he was uninjured. 
There being no accommodation what- 
ever, myself and three others concluded 
to make an effort to get out of the coun- 
try. The river below being com- 
pletely frozen over, there was 110 
likelihood in getting out that way. 
So we made eiKpiiry of the Hudson Bay 
Company men how we might travel 
overland. They informed us that there 
was an American fort twenty miles dis- 
tant, and gave w the course to be- trav- 
eled to reach it. but that the rout would 
be dilllcnlt. We started the next morn- 
ing, and after traveling through woods 
for aMhort distance, we came to a Hat 
prairie. L'pon this we found hard travel- 
ing because of water under the snow. 
After going about live miles we came 
to 11 t iver fro/. 'ii over, but not sufficient 
to bear us. We walked up the banks 
of the river two miles to an old barn, 
tore off some hoards, laid thorn on the 
ice, and in ibis way crossed. We walked 
all day over this kind of country and 
reached the woods nliout eight o'clock 
in the evening. After going a short dis- 
tance in the woods, one of our men 
gave un and laid down. He could go 
no further. We fixed him as the man 
did the .few. covered him up in blankets 
nnd left him. About ten o'clock we 
reached 'Somiahmoo IBny. In coming 
down Ihe sleep bank onto the beach wo 
could see the lights of the American fort. 
We now had good walking along tho 
beach, and ere long, probably about ten 
o'clock, and we crawled up the steep 
and wore challenged by the sentry, hut 
.is we could not give the countersign, 
wo were committed to the guardhouse, 
where we hud to remain until twelve 
o'clock, or until the sentry was relieved, 
alter which we were reported to the 
commanding ofllcer, Captain Mason, and 
marched to headquarters. There we 
were kindly received, fed and clothed. 
After about a week a small 
came to the fort with supplies 
returned to Port Townsend. 

I never heard anything fnrt.l 
the frozen men, hut the probabilities are 
that they did not survive. We reported 
to the commanding officer of the fort 
of the man we had left behind. He 
si nt out a detachment, and he was found 
and brought in all right.

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TUU STUBBORN BOER. 

Situation in South Africa Viewed by a 
United States Journal. 

From Portland Oregonlnn. 

If unreasoning stubborness Is a quality 
to be admired, then the handful of Boers 
some 10,000 strong, wbo still hold out 
against the supremacy of Great Britain la. 
the Transvaal ure lit objects of admiration. 
The truth, however, Is that these people,. 
In their useless contention against the In- 
evitable, have long since passed the line 
where true courage ends and taken their 
Hland upon the ground of pure stubborn- 
ness. Obstinacy Is commendable up to a 
certain point; beyond this it i.s childish, 
wilful aiB self-destructive. It Is not. In- 
deed, apparent that the stubborn remnant 
of a courageous people Is at present llglil- 
ing for any special object or principle. It 
appears to be simply striking blindly and 
with ferocity at tile soldiers of a nation 
that it cannot hope lo conquer. 

The lauds of the Boers are occupied and 
will not. be vacated: their leaders, with a 
single exception, are gone; their army la 
scattered or slain; their women and chil- 
dren are huddled together In camps, sub- 
sisting upon British rations and enduring 
untold miseries. Out of this there is a. 
speedy, safe and honorable road, and lint 
one. it is believed that the Boer soldiers 
are ready to take It. but Kruger, the foun- 
tain head and disseminator of Boer stub- 
bornness, withholds his permission. Per- 
haps he thinks that It will redound to blsi 
glory 11s 11 prophet of Boer Invincibility 
when the last soldier In the Booaranka per- 
ishes, gun In hand, though the object of 
his blind contention is still unaccomplish- 
ed. 

Estimating the influence that keeps this, 
forlorn host in the Held, the New York In- 
dependent says: "Kruger Is of that fanat- 
ic sort that thinks he knows what <!od 
ought to do, and therefore what He will 
do." This Is the only explanation possi- 
ble of bis repeated declaration Hint "11s 
God lives, some way will yet be opened Tor 
the deliverance and victory of the Boers." 
Though blinded by fanaticism nnd domin- 
ated by stubbornness which he falsely as- 
sesses ns courage, be cannot still cling to 
the vagary of foreign Intervention. France 
Germany and Holland have refused to In- 
terfere In England's light. America .has 
plainly indicated lis purpose In the same 
line. Nothing Is left for the Boers but sur- 
render or extermination. 

They may strike now and then a vicious 
and vengeful blow at their conquerors, 
merely for the gratification It gives them to* 
lilt and kill: hut there the matter rests. 
The very sublimity of courage Is In sur- 
render when struggle becomes hopeless. 
Bloodshed beyond the point where it Is 
possible to gain anything by It. except the 
mere brute gratification of having slain 
a foe Is murder of the daredevil type, which 
cannot win commendation. The most no- 
table exhibition of sublime courage In mod- 
ern times was witnessed In the surrender 
of the South when Its light became a hope- 
less one; the most notable in the opposite 
extreme Is now being witnessed In the 
stubbornness with which the Boers, forti- 
fied by the false hopes with which Kruger, 
in bis safe retreat, imbues them, maintain 
a skirmishing tight and call It war.

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lection of u premier such a leader may 
be passed over, although it may bo pre? 
sumed that the crown having the same 
means of acquiring information as are 
open to i>thor people, would take into 
consideration the fact that the party in 
control of the house, as snown by a vote, 
had chosen one of their number as 
leader. 

As the constitution does not recognize 
the existence of political parties, so there 
is no constitutional principle applicable 
to the proposal 'to introduce federal 
lines in the local arena. It is said that 
the British Columbia Liberals are con- 
templating making the next light for the 
local house oa federal lines, but this 
cannot be done by any convention. It 
rests with the Premier whether such an 
issue shall be presented, lie might re- 
gard the declaration of a convention as 
sufficiently powerful to compel his re- 
cognition of it, bur he might decline to 
take notice of it, and go to the people 
on a platform ignoring it- This is 
what happened ia New Brunswick at 
the last general election. The regular 
Conservative organization declared for 
party lines, but the Premier refused to 
recognize the declaration and was sus- 
tained by an enormous majority. 

In discussing subjects of the nforego- 
ing nature, it is important tn keep in 
mind that at one end of the body politic 
is the crown or its representative, and 
at the other end the pmplo. These two 
elements are permanent, but intervening 
between them are the legislature and 
the ministry, which are temporary and 
subject to both of them.

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.SOME CONSTITUTIONAL POINTS. 

There has been so vouch talk about 
the resignation of Mi. Dunsmuir, the 
cal.ing of sundry people to form a new 
ministry, the holding of a convention of 
the Opposition members of the house to 
choose a new leader, and the division of 
the legislature on fedoril party lines, 
that it may be 'as well to remind Colon- 
ist readers of a few of the elementary 

• points in constitutional practice, so that 
"in the future there may not lie so much 
unnecessary indignation expressed be- 
cause -people do not do certain things. 
And first as to the resignation of the 
.Premier. 

Under our .system of government, tlie 
ministry is a unit. There is no statute 
in any British country creating the of- 
fice, of premier, although the existence 
of such a position is recognized by provi- 
sion being made for a salary. The pre- 
mier is "the minister." It is through 
him that, the crown or its representative 
fi.'UHiui ideates its wishes to the legisla- 
tive body. So much is the ministry a 
.unit, that the resignation of the premier 

• carries with it the resignation of all the 
other members of the cabinet. Wc have 
recently been told in this province that 
a member of a ministry can shirk re- 
sponsibility for the arts of the premier, 
but this is not the case. Every mem- 
ber of the cabinet is responsible for 
what the premier may do. The only 
•way of avoiding responsibility is to re- 
. sign. The ministry bring a unit, and 

as the crown cannot act without min- 
isters, it follows that the premier is not 
at liberty to resign whenever lip sees 
lit. lie must, secure the assent of the 
crown or its representative to his resig- 
nation, and if this is withheld, he must 
continue in office, for "tin King's gov- 
ernment must go on." A conspicuous 
instance of this was afforded during the 
premiership of William Pitt, who, de- 
feated over and over again in the House 
of Commons, tendered his resignation 
.•several times to George III., only to 
have it invariably refused. The practice- 
is lor the premier to resign after a vole 
.showing want of confidence, but every 
adverse vote is not necessarily one of 
want of confidence. Tlie refusal to pass 
the Address or Supply would be r 'g ird- 
ed as a vote of want of .•onli.Ier. J.\ but 
it rests with the premier whether he will 
regard the defeat of a particular measuro 
as such. If a measure is defeated, it 
does not necessarily follow that the 
government has lost control of the house, 
■but the measure mny.be of such import- 
ance that the premier will regard its re- 
jection as compelling his retirement 
Crom-ofllce, and when this i.s the case lie 
will offer his resignation, which would in 
ninty-nine cases out of a hundred he 
accepted. Hut the sovereign or his re- 
presentative has the right to have a 
minister in whom he has confidence, and 
therefore a resignation under such cir- 
cumstances may bo declined, if the sov- 
ereign or his representative does not con- 
sider any competent successor lo the min- 
ister to he available. In such a case the 
whole matter would have to be thrown 
upon the people for their decision, that 
is, a new election would be ordered. 

■Secondly, as to the election of a lead- 
ier: Any group of politicians may meet 
and select a parliamentary leader, but 
there is no process known to the consti- 
tution whereby such a leader can be re- 
cognized toy the crown or its represen- 
tative. He lias no status whatever and 
no claims, which the crown or its re- 
presentative need consider. In the se-

The Exhibition is o-.-r-r, and tiie man- 
agement is greatly to be congratulated 
upon its success. It was far better than 
was expeeted. and we nope it will prove 
financially what its managers wish it to 
be.

Special reference ought also to 
be made to the work done by Mr. Wat- 
son Clarke, .Mr. * C. C. ltevans 
and others who gave such 
great attention to the work de- 
volving upon them. They deserve the 
thanks of the whole community for their 
painstaking and gratuitous services, and 
it was with much pleasure' that every 
one read of the suitable acknowledgment 
made by the Hoard of Management.

value. There is no place in it for milin— 
ery, nor for sounding ritual, nor for 
priests. Any one can have triie religion 
according to the standard of St. James, 
provided he trusts in God and seeks as- 
sistance from Him to live aright. Hav- 
ing defined true religion, St. James pro- 
ceeds to enlarge upon the definition by 
showing of what it does not consist, and 
this portion of his epistle, which forms 
the second chapter, is about as good a 
piece of reading as can be anywhere 
found. Then he goes on to advise a 
careful watch over the tongue, and in 
the third chapter we have advice given, 
which every person ought to heed. The 
language is a little vivid, but it was the 
fashion of the time to speak vhidly, and 
doubtless the great majority of tlie peo- 
ple to whom the Epistle was addressed 
needed to have very vigorous expres- 
sions to drive home the truth. The re- 
mainder or tin- Epistle is devoted to a 
[ilea for pure living and exercise of faith. 
St. James was a strong advocate of the 
efficacy of prayer, and it is upon Ids 
teachings that the faith curists and oth- 
ers of that opinion based their doctrines 
chiefly. There is a striking similarity 
between some of the things which he 
says and the sayings attributed to 
Christ in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
verses of the last chapter of St. Mark's 
(iospel, but it may be added that some 
theologians contend that these verses., 
and perhaps the sixteenth also, are in- 
terpolations. At the same time, if one 
reads these verses and the last chapter 
of the Epistle of >St. .lames, and then 
goes through the Acts of the Apostles, he 
will not fail lo observe an astonishing 
degree of harmony between them, and 
he is apt to lay down his Bible con- 
vinced that there is a force in tl e Uni- 
verse of tiod upon which man can lay 
hold through the exercise of faith, and 
by which lie can accomplish things seem- 
ingly impossible. 

lint it is noi only in the New Testa- 
ment that we can Hud teachings of this 
nature. The literature of Buddhism is 
full of them, it is a fundamental doc- 
trine of this cult that by pur.' living, 
by communion with Cod and the exer- 
cise of unswerving faith, anything what- 
ever can be accomplished. Theosophists 
make the same claim, but theosophy is 
only borrowed from Buddhism. In- 
deed, if the Epistle of St. James were 
transplanted bodily into Buddhistic liter- 
ature, with the first verse of the first 
ami second chapters and the reference to 
Abraham omitted, it would perfectly 
harmonize with the rest. Christ is only 
mentioned twice in the Epistle, namely, 
in the verses just mentioned, and the re- 
ference to Abraham is to a personage 
who is not mentioned in Buddhistic liter- 
ature, and therefore -what is said about 
him would be out of place. There is not 
a word in all the Epistle about many of 
the things which the Church has come 
to regard as essential to Christianity. In 
short, if St. James really understood 
what true religion is, there is no reason 
in the world why a devout Buddhist may 
not be considered as possessing it. There 
i.s also a noteworthy resemblance be- 
tween the Sermon on the Mount and this 
Epistle. There is much in St. Paul's 
writings which can be reconciled with 
what Christ taught only by a pro. -ess of 
reasoning, but what St. James writes 
needs no harmonizing. li fits exactly 
with what his divine iBrother taught, 
just as the rarpenter work, which they 
did side by side in their father's Work- 
shop, would have matched. 

And what is the lesson of it all? it is 
the same lesson that all the greatest 
teachers of mankind in all ages have 
taught, namely, that a pure life and 
faith in Cod constitute true religion, 
which finds its best manifestation in 
what St. .lames calls "the royal law": 
"Thou shall love thy neighbor as thy- 
self."

thai St. Jam.-s wrote his epistle for the 
purpose of offsetting some of the doctrin- 
al conclusions reached by the early 
Christians from the reasoning of Si. 
Haul. Thus view was strongly support- 
ed by the late George Ewald, the dis- 
tiuguished German scholar, whose death 
in 1.N7-I deprived the world of one of its 
most erudite Orientalists. St. Haul was a 
student, and a scholar- He looked at all 
subjects from the standpoint of the pro- 
fessional reason.',. lie was the first and 
the greatest of the theologians. St. 
JamcH, mi the other hand, was an arti- 
zau. He Was a carpenter by trade, and 
the assumption is that his education was 
meagre. He was, however, "the brother 
of the Lord," and then -fore may be pre- 
sumed in have caught the essence of the 
teachings of the Master. There is noth- 
ing at all improbable in tlie suggestion 
that he felt called upon to tell the 
infant church what he thought of the 
message of Christ, so that they might 
put his view.-, side by side with those of 
the more distinguished Apostle, who had 
never enjoyed the personal acquaintance 
of Him, whom they both served so <lc- 
■tciliy. 

The genern! Epistle of James is a 
book of practical religion. It is the 
message of a practical man to practical 
men.

In appearance a 
loaded silk Is. except to experts, equally 
as good as a pure material. The "loaded" 
silk does not wear so long? Possibly not, 
but does the average woman want it lo 
last?

Attention to the detail -work of the 
fair, which, was revived after seven 
years' involved the hardest kind of work 
on the part of some of the managers, 
who assumed duty with «eheerfulness. 
Some of these men may have been said 
to have boon attending to the work of 
the fair day and night for the past week. 
Among them may be most prominently 
mentioned C. 0, Revnns, superinten- 
dent of yards; Watson Clark, superin- 
tendent of grounds, and YV. H. Price, 
chairman of the main hill) committee. A 
look at the catalogue Is sufficient to in- 
dicate the multifarious duties that de- 
volved upon the shonldors of these men. 
and that the arrangements were carried 
out with so little jarring, says much 
for their constant, careful and studious 
attention to details. 

To n certain extent they are reward- 
ed by the success that attended their 
efforts. During the five days of the fair. 
14,150 people paid for admission to the 
grounds.

One of the mottoes hung prominently 
over the exhibit of (Mr. John Meston, 
the carriage builder of 07 (Broad street 
this city, which own pies just one half 
of the (machinery building, is "Patronize 
Home Industries." That the public can 
do so and at tho same time obtain value 
for their money can be seen by view- 
ing various types of vehicles which Mr. 
■Meston exhibit^. Ho has 'altogether 
eight vehicles on view, namely a model 
hunting rig, built expressly for Mr. A. 
E. TVidd, a Mikado phaeton, an ordinary, 
cpvered phaeton, a ladies' phneton, mnde 
for Mrs. ,T. H. Todd; a gentleman's driv- 
ing bugggy, an ordinary open buggy, a 
small cart, and a lumberman's wagon. 
The phaeton made for Mrs. Todd is very 
handsome. It has been constructed that 
the (front wheels can turn under tho 
vehicle without parring or coming in 
contact with the body of the vehicle. 
With the gentleman's driving ibuggy is 
othibited a sample of one of the corners, 
showing the manner in which the wood 
has been knit together. The method is 
such that it is next to impossible to take 
the pieces apart at the joinings. The 
machine is built of prima vera wood, or 
mahogany, grown in South A/meriea, and 
will last a lifetime. The lumber wagon, 



which attracted the attention of a lum- 
ber man who visited the exhibition is 
built of oak. Mr. Meston lias also two 
chilled plows, a dceriug binder, and a 
mower on exhibition,

This linn, in addition to their station- 
ery line, exhibited an almost endless 
variety of carbons and cardboard 'boxes. 
Oard board worked up into odd shapes 
for almost all uses shows that this com- 
pany is in a position to supply the trado 
with everything necessary to permit of 
wares being put on the market in a 
neat and attractive package. 

PHOTOGRAPHY. 

In this department it would be unfair 
to pass the exhibit of J. Savannah 
without a word of commendation. Some 
photos shown are real works of art, 
the effect produced 'being such as to give 
the Impression of a most delicate etch- 
ing. Skene Lowe is also to the fore with 
a very extensive showing of samples 
of his artistic work. 

II ITT BROS. 

A local industry represented for the 
first time at this show, is that of Messrs. 
Ilitt Bros., manufacturers of fire works, 
who have their factory at Victoria West. 
As was to be expected from the nature 
of things, the display was not extensive, 
Hint the glass case, containing tho ex- 
hibit, gave some idea of the variety of 
"(works" turned out by the firm.

DIRECTORS' (MEETING. 

A well attended meeting of the direc- 
tors for the purpose of hearing protests, 
wa.s held in a tent on the grounds yester- 
day forenoon. Mr. W. ill. llavward, 
M. 1". P., presided, and Mr. \V. II. 
Price noted as secretary. The first pro- 
test was by L. A. Agassiz, of Agussiz, 
who stated tint after arranging with 
Mr. Beaumont Boggs, the secretary, for 
7%x20 foot of door space for the Agassiz 
exhibit, he (Mr. Agassi/.) found, on ar- 
rival at the grounds that other district 
exhibitors, notably Victoria, was utiliz- 
ing a great deal more than this space, 
that he had sent in a written protest 
to this effect before the judges had 
judged the exhibit, but that they were 
not notified; that a written entry for 
the iSlianich or Victoria exhibit hod not 
born mailed, according to the rules, by 
September 1, and that he protested 
agsinst the judges decision on variaty 
and arrangement. As will be .seen by 
consulting another portion of today's 
report, the Victoria district was award- 
ed the first prize with 1 , 1 .*W > points; the 
Ifdn.nds, the second, -with 1.044; Agassiz, 
the third, with DG5, and Cowiehiin the 
fourth with 1)57 points. Mr. Agassiz 
mads a point of the heavy cost of the 
transportation of the exhibit, and added 
that owing to the variety (jf grains it 
had been found advisable to take bottled 
•ainples only along. 

(Mr. W. II. Palmer remarked that Vic- 
toria had one more >ari(>ty than Agassiz, 
but that the way in which (the Agassiz 
•xhibit was displayed was most credit- 
able. Had it as great a variety as Vic- 
toria it certainly would have obtained 
the first prize. 

(Mr. Price moved that Agassir and 
Kamloops, on account of the meritorious 
nature of the display niad« by them 

bo each awarded S100. 

Discussion on the subject of the entry 
of the Victoria exhibit not being made 
on time at this point bocame a little 
animated. Mr. Agss.iiz assorted that 
the secretary said it hid not Ibeen en- 
tered on time. 

Mr. iF. Turgoose, ,ff the Victoria ex- 
hibit: "I will take my oath I never 
told any one it wa.s not entered on 
time." Mr. Turgoose further added that 
he had notified Mr. Boggs personally of 
the Victoria exhibit, nnd asked him to 
enter it in front of the office of the latter 
on August 20, and that the secretary 
promised to do so. Mr. Palmer was 
present at the interview. Asked if this 
was not so, Mr. Palmer replied that it 
was. 

'Mr. Agnssir: remarked that the rules 
governing the district exhibits should be 
enforced as strictly as those on a race 
course; no entry, no race. 

'Mr. d'almer pointed out that in hams, 
bacon and hop*, Victoria hint made 70 
points ns against Agassiz's 38, making 
a difference of 32 points, and that on 



grains there was only 
13 points. 

IMr, Hoggs poured oil on the discussioii 
by remarking that at next year's exhibi- 
tion he would he particularly careful to 
have every entry in (writing, no matter 
what it was. 

Mr. Agassiz at this point indicated that 
ho was willing to with draw his pro- 
test. Ho bad brought it, he said, as 
much to bring the Importance of the dis- 
trict exhibits before 'the directors as 
anything else. These exhibits, he said, 
tended to foster agriculture and garden- 
ing on the MainlaiK/, and were certain 
to contribute materially to the success 
of the Victoria fair from year to year, 
lie suggested that in future a diploma 
instead of a prize be awarded each ex- 
hibit. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. liaywurd also spoke of tho value 
of district exhibits at the exhibition. 
Ho (pointed out that at Westminster 
fair tho district prize had been taken 
by a remote place as against local com- 
petition, and that it was absolutely es- 
sential that the judges do their duty 
irrespective of feeling or favoritism. In 
the general discussion that followed, a 
spirit was shown in favor of giving the 
district exhibits a much more prominent 
place at the Victoria exhibition next 
year, although Mr. Price pointed out 
chat after all, the industrial exhibitors 
had been, well looked after this year 
in tho matter of money, as they were 
receiving $3,0SS as against $12, which 
was all that was being received by the 
merchants in the main hall. 

i-Mr. Norris mived that the matter of 
the !jil(KJ awards to Victoria and Agassiz 
be left until the condition of the fair's 
finances had been definitely ascertained. 
It was finally decided to leave the mat- 
ter in the hands of tho secretary and 
president. 

An offer by Mr. A. (O. Beach to buy 
the spare lumber on the grounds at eos't 
price was referred to the grounds and 
bin. ding committee. 

On motion, Miss Agnes Deans Camer- 
on was empowered to look over the 
Ivupcr Island school, St. Ann's Aca- 
demy, and tho Manna! Training school 
exhibits, and to treat them in tho same 
way as th,. Indian exhibit (by awarding 
diplomas where such were merited. 
(| Major Mutter, referring to some of 
wo . rl< d in connection with the 
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exhibition, was understood to refer in 
particular to committee work, a perfect 
mess had been made of it this vear. and 
lie expressed the opinion that the direc- 
tors should ho more cautious and care- 
ful in the future. It was remarked that 
discussion of this matter might safely be 
left to the new board. 

The protest of Miss Pooley, regarding 
the award to Mr. Irving's pony, and 
other protestors who claimed that the 
pony exceeded the measurement was dis- 
missed. 

Mr. Carpilo, of Cowichan, entered an 
objection to the award of the judges in 
butter. It was pointed out that the but- 
ter which received one of the awards 
had attached to it the name of 
creamery. After discussion, it .. 
found that the rules did not affect the 
award and he decision was allowed to 
stand, but on account of the vagueness 
<>f the rules the protest fees -were re- 
turned, 

EXHIBITION NOTES. 

When the tire scare occurred in the 
main building Friday night, Tom Price, 
the dlaida Indian silversmith from 
iSkidegate, was engaged hammering a 
£20 gold piece, which a lady had given 
him to make into a bracelet. When 
the people began to retire from the hall 
and the electric light at the B. C. and 
Alaska bazaar went out, the Indian 
handed the piece, which had already 
been badly hammered, to Manager 
Londsberg. The latter exhibited it yes- 
terday as a cariosity to a number of 
customers. 

The inlaid table of wood representing 
different mottoes and emblems, includ- 
ing the .Maple Leaf, Rose, Shamrock 
and Thistle, was made by Robert Davi- 
son, who is in the employ of Lemon and 
Gonnuson, of tin; Capital Planing mills. 

One of the great attractions of the 
fair was the excellent music rendered 
every afternoon and evening by the 
hand of the Fifth Regiment, Canadian 
Artillery. 

All exhibitors in the Woman's depart- 
ment are asked to bring tho checks for 
their exhibits, between 10 and 12 to- 
morrow and to take away the articles. 

Tho Women's exhibit has been very 
creditable in the line of fancy work, but 
the absence of plain work has boon de- 
plored, by judges and visitors. The cook- 
ery section also did not claim the in- 
terest of the women of Victoria, but an- 
other year there is little doubt but this 
department will be better supplied.

TO ABOLISH CONNING TOWER. 

Many Naval Ofllcers Consider It a Use- 
less Weight on Ship.

Before the next Congress is organiz- 
ed and its committees are made up to 
determine the character and extent of 
future expansion of the navy, plans will 
he completed for several new battleships 
and armored cruisers. It begins to look 
as though these plans might provoke 
very warm discussion about some radi- 
cal innovations that may be proposed. 

The most important change that may 
be suggested will be the abolition of 
the conning tower. Discussions in the 
Board of Construction tended to show 
that the conning tower was becoming 
regarded as a vast, useless weight.

A British naval officer 
recently at the Navy Department, was 
interested to know whether the Unit- 
ed States naval constructors were. dis- 
posed to regard with favor the sugges- 
tions now under consideration in Eng- 
land to cut down the top hamper of 
battleships nnd cruisers and to have 
everything aloft not higher than sixty 
feet. The necessity for masts, now 
that electricity is coming to be almost 
exclusively used for signalling purposes, 
seems to lie diminishing, and the "ninst- 
lessV ship may not be far off, even Hie 
military mast being threatened by the 
proposition to do away with the fighting 
top. 

Olose-raiitro righting might justify top 
arrangements from which to pour lire 
into the enemy, but with guns effective 
at the great distances now observed in 
war, the Btrbting top is not regarded by 
advanced naval constructors ns of great 
imnortnnce. Still other agitation, in- 
dulged abroad, is. for a ship with decks 
clear of all structured except the tur- 
rets, conforming tho vessel in fighting 
trim closely to a doiible-turrented moni- 
tor. These idons make interesting read- 
ing of nil article in the ln*t issue of 
the prnceedinen of tho Naval Institute.

CRAZE FOR THE SENSATIONAL. 

Discussion as to Yellow Journals' Re- 
sponsibility for Inciting to Crime. 

From Montreal Gazette. 

Many of the more reputable newspapers 
of the United States have since the lament- 
able attack upon President McKlnley, de- 
voted much space to pointing out the por- 
tion of the blame which may be laid at the 
door of what are commonly known ns the 
"yellow Journals," ns Inciters of the out- 
rage tli rough the indecency of their car- 
toons ami the Incendiarism of the language 
employed in their nttacks upon the Presi- 
dent, ami gentlemen more or less in the 
public view by reason of their connection 
with various large Industrial amalgama- 
tions. That any of fiese newspapers did 
actually prompt Czolgosz In the committal 
of bis awful deed Is perhaps Insusceptible 
of actual proof, but that these fiendish at- 
tacks have a direct tendency to lower the 
standard of the public view of men and 
matters, there can be no doubt. The better 
clasH of the people of the United States 
have long recognized this constantly grow- 
ing evil, nnd the shock of the Buffalo 
tragedy has foenssed the attention of 
thousands of others who think less at least 
momentarily upon this national menace. 
That It will be attracted loin; enough to 
bring about 11 reform Is most Improbable. 
The Interesting point may, however, be 
noted, that while the vials of wrath are 
being poured out upon the sensational press 
some of these newspapers which have en- 
gaged In the fray are not escaping scnth- 
lcss. A Maine elorcvmnn writes to the 
lioston Herald, objecting to the promin- 
ence given by that journal to Czolgosz, his 
photograph occupying the centre place on 
the first pane, and pictures of his family 
and home occupying almost entirely an- 
other ptigc, while a large amount 
of reading space was devoted entirely to 
him. The assumption Is, of course, that 
notoriety like this will prompt weak-mlndeil 
people to similar crimen, and that It will 
appeal particularly to anarchists, who will 
falsely construe It as a part of the tribute 
to the crown of martyrdom which their per- 
verted vision has forced them Into assum- 
ing that It Is their duty to take up and 
wear. In publishing tho letter In question 
the Herald attempts to defend Its position 
by the (Maim that the publicity given to the 
facts. In response to the public's rightful 
demand, helps to emphasize and jrlve force 
to the universal detestation and exe- ration 
of the criminal. The forced Illustration Is 
used that the sight of enged wild animals 
does not tend to 11 rouse In a spectator those 
wild and ungovernable passions that make 
caging a necessity, nnd li Is pathetically 
questioned If We must abolish our menag- 
eries nnd say thai men ami n'nnion, boys 
and girls must not be allowed to look upon 
wild beasts. A CL-uineiit s such as these re- 
quire no answer. It Is not the elToel upon 
normal minds which Is to be feared from 
the publication of portraits of criminals 
and minute details of their histories nnd 
crimes. It Is on the minds of those who 
nre ripe for crime, the degenerates who 
only require the impulse, and the seed is 
sown. The ravlnu's of yellow Journalism 
do not take root In the woll-bnlanced mind. 
That they do affect many there Is no room 
for doubt. That their indiscretions nre 
harmful, nbuinbint proof may easily be 
found. The offences of the more respect 
able Journals In featuring the details of 
crimes nnd the portraits of criminals nre 
not ns grave, simply because they do not 
circulate to so large an extent ns do the 
yellow Journals In those sections of the 
community naturallv most susceptible to 
their Injurious Influences. If what nre 
known us the be'ter class of newspapers 
were even better than they arc. the tone 
of the yellow Journals would not be ns low- 
as It it. They nre not the outgrowth of 
a demand 011 the part of the public for 
nauseating details nnd pictures which, as 
often ns not. resemble one's next door 
neighbor as much ns they do the nctual 
criminal. They are simply the result of an 
attempt to (five the public more for Its 
money than the respectable newspaper, nnd 
the latter, by gradually following In the 
footsteps of their yellow rivals, have driven 
thorn foot bv foot, rljrht Into the gutter, 
from the edge of which they are now being 
denounced by many papers which nre con- 
sidered respectable, nnd by ninny others 
which nre really so. The "respectable" 
newspaper may allow the public to gnze 
nnon their caged wild beasts, but when 
thov do so they are nnlv encouraging the 
yellow Journal to Invite Its constituents to 
see the same show minus the cages. Thcy 
mny bo blamed for this result only In so 
far ns their own Indiscretions create the 
desire for more, the desire the yellow Jour- 
nal panders to with success. Thnt there 
Is any sure cure for the disease Is doubtful. 
'Restriction Is an agency In the United 
States which bus to be employed with 
Crent caution, nnd wdien It hns to he em- 
ployed by the politician acnlnst the news- 
paper It becomes n double-edged sword 
quite ns Pkely to wound Its wleldcr as he 
against whom It Is employed.

The only way to guard a ruler against 
anarchists of any kind Is to go nnd kill ev- 
ery suspected person nnd say no more 
about It. 

"Of course, no one likes to resort to such 
extreme measures, but rulers who value 
their lives have to adopt them, unless, pcr- 
ebanr.e, -the wotlld-be tlssnssin can lie 
bought off, which Is frequently the wise." 

This from Grlseclll, some time Napoleon 
the Third's bodyguard nnd killer In ordin- 
ary, whom the writer met In I'urls in the 
winter of 1801, shortly after the assassina- 
tion of President Carnot. 

Jacques Francois Grlseclll, then n feeble 
old man, was the terror of European regi- 
cides for more than 1!0 years. He discover- 
ed a score of plots against the life of Na- 
poleon and Incidentally saved Cuvour twice 
Cardinal Antonelll seven times, Francis 11. 
of Naples six times, uud Francis Joseph of 
Austria 12 times from death by anarchists.

hated Napoleon like poison, and to win my 
confidence completely he conducted me to 
a room having a secret door that led to a. 
passage with a window overlooking the 
street. It could not be reached save by .1

"Here my friend struck 11 light and I 
found wdiat 1 expected— « hell machine, 
constructed of live gun barrels, pointing 
toward the corner where the Emperor's 
carriage used to pass. Von can guess the 
rest," Bald Grlscelli, drawing his right arm 
across his throat. 

Napoleon likewise employed flrlseolll to 
run down political plotters. One day, to- 
wads the end of 1S.">II, he was ended post 
haste Into the Emperor's cublnet. and the 
following note wns laid before him: 

"My Hear Moray, — I beg of you at once 
denounce ns false the report that you are 
going to nmrry u young lady of the St. 
Petersburg court. If you fail to obey mo 
1 will be forced to make public the use of 
your letters respecting the coup d'etat, I 
have them all, nnd they might sadly com- 
promise you nnd others." 

This message wns signed "Countess de 
Lebon." This lady, at ono time, had been 
the mistress of Napoleon. When bis nm- 
Jesty tired of her He Morny had been her

"The Emperor Napoleon," be continued, 
"was a game man, but, at the same time, 
had the heart of a woman. He loathed 
bloodshed, and never asked me for the de- 
tails of my work. However, having full 
power to act, 1 simply went ahead perform- 
ing my duty. 

'Witness the result from November. 1853, 
to July, 1870. 12 great conspiracies against 
the Prlncc-Presldent nnd Emperor were dis- 
covered, the number of persons Implicated 
varying between two and three and a fall 
hundred. These, remember, are official llg- 
ures; ns n matter of fact, there were live 
or six would-be ussnssliis for every one of- 
ficially denounced. 

"Yet my Imperial master escaped almost 
without a scratch, only In the Orsinl bomb 
throwing affair January, 1858, he lost a 
piece of skin belonging to his nose. 

"During my many years of service I wns 
closer to Napoleon than aav other living 
man every had been. I slept In front of his 
bed nnd wns present at hundreds of private 
Interviews between the Emperor, his min- 
isters nnd foreign royalties. Sometimes my 
presence , wns known: at other times I at- 
tended the Emperor In disguise behind cur- 
tains or secret doors that could be opened 
by a spring. 

"When the Emperor traveled In France 
the chiefs of the nrrondlssements were or- 
dered to plncc their entire police force un- 
der my command for the time being; even 
the military authorities of the provinces 
had to bow to my will, When Napoleon 
visited foreign countries the police were 
likewise Instructed to take orders from me 
nnd leave It to me to watch over mv sov- 
ereign's safety. 

"The public did not lenrn of 50 per cent 
of the attempts on tho life of Napoleon." 
continued Grlscelli. "The facts were made 
public only when It was Impossible to con- 
ceal them. Every regicide, you must know, 
attempted or successful, procrentes others. 
Inflames the minds of so-cnlled pntrlots and 
lunatics. These assassins nil hope to go 
down In ldstorv. and the worst punishment 
that could be meted nut to one of the crew 
would be to Ignore him altogether. 

"Of course, that cannot he done, but 
whenever it could he done we mnde ns lit- 
tle noise about the plots that were discov- 
ered as possible. Many scoundrels, caught 
almost red-handed, were executed on the 
spot 011 some convenient pretext or other; 
many were shipped to the penal colonies; 
the rest were paid to be good or subdued 
by threats ami kept under constant sur- 
veillance. 

"In the beginning of 1853 I acted for the 
first time as executioner of an anarchist. 

"It wa.s soon utter the coup d'etat, while 
Petri wns Perfect of Police. He was a 
Corsica n like myself, and at once put full 
confidence in me. 

"Petri had Information that a man named 
Kelch wns about to come to Paris to ns- 
sasslnute Napoleon In the Imperial box at 
the grand opera. I desired to receive the 
Emperor's own Instructions about the case. 
Napoleon was very kind to inc. but did not 
refer to our previous meetings. As If he 
had known me but n day. he said: 'I am 
glad you are a Corslcnn; the Corsleans are 
the best friends my family has.' Then he 
ordered Petri to give me 1,000 frnncs and 
placed horses nnd carriages at my disposal. 
'I will ride to the Hols de Boulogne nt 2 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon, nnd will keep 
you posted ns to my future movements,' 
snld the Emperor ns he withdrew. » 

"At the office of the President of Police 
I learned that Kelch wns a man of hercu- 
lean strength, a desperado who would stop 
at nothing. He was living, nt the time, 
with a brother nt Buugirard, and the 
(laughter of a publican, named Demant, In 
the Hue de Tracy, was Ills mistress. 

••Furthermore, I learned that the man 
wns a creature of Mazzlnl, and could not 
be bought off." 

It would take many columns to record 
Grlscelll'8 vivid description of how he made 
the would-be regicide's acquaintance, 
wormed himself into bis confidence and 
pumped him for nil he wns worth. 

On the day before the Emperor was to 
fall by the assassin's hand, the great de- 
tective? dropped his musk nnd attempted 
to arrest Kelch. The man showed tight 
nnd wns promptly shot nnd killed by the 
Corslcnn. The same evening the Emperor 
presented him with 10,000 francs: the Em- 
press to show her gratitude, sent his chil- 
dren to the celebrated school of Ivry nt her 
expense. The Minister of the Interior. M. 
de Perslgny, appointed him the Emperor's 
offlclnl bodyguard. 

Grlscelli continued: "In the beginning of 
185-1 I learned thnt n number of suspicious 
characters were In the hnblt of visiting a 
house In the Faubourg SL Honor, which 
the Emperor occasionally passed on his 
rides about town. The house was owned 
by n former minister of the bite King 
Charles X. I shaved my. must ache and 
beard ofT. clothed myself In the height of 
fashion, placed the red band of the Order 
of the Legion of Honor In my buttonhole, 
hired the swellest conch I could find, with 
a coachman nnd groom in grand livery, 
and drove up to the door, informing the 
concierge that I desired to rent the bele- 
tnge. which wns nt that time offered nt 
7.0(H) frnncs a year. 

"The janitor wns full of business and 
devotion when I declared my intention nnd 
fortified what I said by paying 100 frnncs 
on account. That done, I cried: 'I forgot 
to ask you whether this house Is owned by 
one of the creatures of Napolenn. I would 
prefer to live In n hovel owned by an hon- 
est man to dwelling In n palace and paving 
rent to the Corslcnn tyrant or Ids friends.' 
The stupid fellow jumped Jnto the trap 
Addressing me as marquis 



ambassador at St. Petersburg after the 
close of the war of the Crimea. He sent 
the blackmail letter to Napoleon Immedi- 
ately after receiving It. and the Emperor 
was wild with rage, when Grlscelli saw 
him. 

"Pay what you wdll for these documents, 
bat get them at any price," ordered Na- 
polcon. 

"I went nt once to the countess' house, 
told her ladyship that the Emperor desired 
to see her son, and took him with me to 
my office in the piilnee of the porsident of 
police. Arriving there. I ordered in the 
young man's presence, to surround the 
Countess de Lebon's house with detectives 
nnd permit nobody to enter or leave, ex- 
cept at my express orders." 

"Whut does this mean'.''' asked the young 
man. 

"It means," said Grlscelli. "that your 
mother Is accused of having sold Ue Morn's 
letters to the Orleans." 

Count de I. ebon vehemently denied the 
charge. "I held the letters In my hand this 
very morning," he snld. "They are In my 
mother's bedroom." He then sat down and 
wrote a letter asking his mother to deliver 
the epistles to his messenger. 

An hour Inter a strong box containing the 
documents stood on the Emperor's desk, 
who called In n locksmith to open It. Thnt 
done, the young count was allowed to de- 
part, nnd a few days later the official news 
paper announced his decoration with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor, anil his ap- 
pointment to the presidency of the general 
council In Aln. And he wns only IP years 
old. Grlscelli received lo.ooo francs nnd 
De Morny married his Itusstnn bride with- 
out Interference from anybody. 

"I had an object In view when I told this 
last story," concluded Grlscelli "I decided 
to show that extraordinary measures. It 
we had Invoked Die law against these 
blackmailers our very purpose would have 
been defeated. It would have been Impos- 
sible to avoid the publicity we feared, and 
the plotters could have rejoiced nt our 
discomfort without danger to themselves. 

"A regicide standing outside the pale of 
the law should be destroyed without u mo- 
ment's thought by the quickest means nt 
hand. If ceremonious arrest may possibly 
intensify the peril to the head of the state, 
shoot, stub or poison the anarchist, what 
docs It matter? Anything Is fair in dealing 
with a mad dog. 

"These, sir. are the practical views of a 
man who had' mnde ussassln-huntlng his 
business of HO years and longer. And, re- 
member, nil the great men 1 was deputed 
to guard and protect died peacefully in 
their beds. Napoleon, Cavour, -Antonelll nnd 
Francis II.. while Emperor Francis Joseph 
is alive today to bear me out In what I 
have said to you."

It was along towards -1850 when young 
Wimnn went to Toronto from a small 
backwoods town and commenced selling 
papers to support himself and his wid- 
owed mother. He was n bright lnd. ac- 
tive and ready-witted. William MflO 
Dougn'U. publisher of the North Ameri- 
can at Toronto, took n fancy to the hoy 
and gave him a "isit" at the ease -at 
$1.25 a .week- In a letter ho wrote to 
Mr. MoDougnll !55 years later, Wimaji 
■spoke gratefully of the opportunity "of 
enabling me to support my \v mowed 
mother and nt the same time to acquire 
knowledge of an art thai I have al- 
ways been proud to possess." While 
working as n print."- Wi"i-'n started the 
first news depot in Toronto, which, from 
mere dry goods box. rose to finally 
become the Canadian News Company. 
From typesetting he drifted to writing 
on markets and finance for the Toronto 
Globe. His fame as n market mnii 
spread so that when R. O- Don & Co. 
wanted to start a branch at Toronto in 
1801, the agency wns offered to Winwn, 
and he accepted. Four years later he 
joined the New York office, nnd snibsc- 
qnentlv the firm became Dun, Wimnn & 
Co. He pushed oil until the firm h'n'I 
agencies throughout the continent. Iir 
lSi);i. Wimnn dropped out of th" com- 
mercial agency- lirm and the old name of 
It. (!. Dun & Co. was restored. Though 
at about that time Dun repeatedly stat- 
ed that there had been no trouble be- 
tween him and Mr. Wimnn in which 
money wns involved, he had him arrest- 
ed in 180-1 on n charge of. robbing him 
of nearly ^(XI.OOO. When Wimnn got 
out of this trouble he proudly deelarcl 
he would uinke another fortune.

The following regulations with re- 
gard to shipping and packing of fruits 
ure u-izctted: 

1. The Minister of Agriculture may 
make appointments of inspectors and 
other persons for the enforcement of the 
act. 

2. Any inspector charged with the en- 
forcement of the act may detain for the 
time necessary to complete bus inspec- 
tion any shipment of fruit, in respect of 
Which he has reasonable grounds for be- 
lieving that the marking of the pack- 
age or the packing of the fruit consti- 
tutes .1 violation of the act; such fruit 
shall at all times be at the risk and 
charges of the owner thereof; and any 
inspector detaining fruit shnll give the 
owner, where ascertained, notice that 
such fruit: is being detained, in stor- 
age or otherwise, as the case may lie. 

The despatch of a prepaid tele- 
gram or letter to the packer whose name 
is marked 011 the package shall be con- 
sidered due notice. 

4. No person shall, for himself or on 
behalf of any other person pack any 
fruit for sale, contrary to the provisions 
of the act. 

f>. Any inspector or other person who 
violates any of the regulations made un- 
der the authority of the net shall for 
each offence, on summary conviction, be 
liable to a tine of not less than jive dol- 
lars and not exceeding fifty dollars, to- 
gether with the costs of prosecution.

A Blocmfonteln despatch says: From 
statements of the receipts and expenditure 
of the Orange Itlver Colony since the Brit- 
ish occupation up to June 30 last.

£880,038, the latter Including fllL'.niifl for 
the refuge camps, and £40.484 for the pro- 
vlsl0n.1I mounted police.

The purely civil revenue mid expenditure 
were respectively £,'101, ROO and flilT.DT.I, 
showing a balance of revenue of £83,825. 
This result, was Obtained notwithstanding 
the practical closing of the telegraph of 
flees to the public nml the entire loss of 
railway revenue, which under the Dutch 
Administration, was between £450.000 and 
£-00.000 annually. 

The principal items In the recelntfl were 
■customs, £101.000: quit-rents. £11,800, li- 
censes and stamp duties. £20,078: native 
T>oll tax, £10.104: post: office. £43,030, and 
National ltank dividends, ffi.-lOO. 

Tho principal Item of expenditure were 
civil establishment, £51.051; nollee £27.442- 
administration of lustlce, £17.000: educa- 
tion. £11.405: •hospitals. £12.780; milille 
works. £1.700: nosf office, £24.840, and pay- 
ments on the late Prep State loan. £7,142."

—This morning a mass 
meeting of the miners at Kx tension was 
held for the purpose of discussing the al- 
leged discrimination In favor of miners 
living at Laclysinlth, which It was reported 
was tu have been made upon the resuming 
of work on Monday morning. The meet- 
ing was called uv the Miners' union. The 
chairman, the president of the Miners' 
union, staled the rumors that were In cir- 
culation which were to the effect that Mx- 
tonslon men had been told to take their 
tools out of the tunnel workings In order 
to make place for I.adysinltli men. Ho 
stateil that lie could not say whether such 
was the case or not. The same had been 
said with regard to the taking on of addi- 
tional men at Alexandria mines, but Inves- 
tigation hart proved that no such discrimin- 
ation existed. On the contrary, a test had 
been made by seme of those present al the 
meeting, and they had found that nt the 
Alexandria mines they bad not been asked 
where 1 hey resided when application was 
made to he put upon the list of extra work- 
ers there. He hail waited upon Manager 
Bryden. who had Informed him that Mr. 
Dunsmnlr staled that he was placed In a 

rather peculiar posit! as he had promised 

to give those who lived at Ladvsmltli con- 
tinuous work. Mr. Itrvdcn had Intended 
attending the meeting and stating the case 
plalnlv to the men. He bad been prevent- 
ed from lining so, however, by being called 
upon to look Into 11 site for a new slope on 
I'unther Ridge. 

After some discussion the request was 
made that any who hail been refused wo-l; 
in the tunnel because they did not reside 
nt Ladvsmltli should state so to the meet- 
ing. No one responded to this. 

It was then decided to select n deputa- 
tion to wait pon Mr. Little anil ascertain 
for certain the attitude of the company in 
the matter. Messrs J. Wilson, W. Tosser 
and Ceo. Johnstone were appointed. Thev 
tvalted upon Mr. Little and then reported 
to the meeting. In reporting thev stated 
that the rumor was well founded. Mr. 
Little told them that Mr. Dunsmuir Intend- 
ed to give Lailysmlth men the preference. 
He complained Hint: the miners had per- 
sisted In building nt Kx tension after thev 
were advised not to do so. It was the In- 
tention of Mr. Dunsmuir to build up Ladv- 
smltli. He slated that the tunnel boss. In 
his opinion, had not been advised to tell 
the Extension men In the tunnel to tj it 1 1 
their places, but Hint It was his Intention 
to give the preference In the opening of 
new works to Lndysmlth men. 

Discussion followed In which many of the 
miners expressed their dissatisfaction with 
the state of nffnlrs. They had their prop- 
erty In Extension nml preferred to live 
near their work. In the end It '•-•as decid- 
ed by resolution that the men should all 
take work offered to them. By this means 
they would ascertain for certain In n few 
(lavs what the Intention of the management 
was. and action could then be taken If 
thought necessary. It was decided that the 
gas committee of the Miners' union should 
examine tho mine before seven o'clock on 
Monday morning nml report to the men at 
the mouth of the tunnel at flint time. 

The company are considering the ingestion 
of opening a new slope nt Panther Midge, 
which lies In the direction of No. 2 slope. 
The management nre Inspecting the loca- 
tion today, so that It Is expected work may 
commence there Immediately. With the 
working of this and the extra work that 
will be done nt the tunnel and nt Alex- 
andria. It Is felt that all the miners who 
remain will be given employment right 
nway. Manager Rrydcn has assured the 
men that work will be provided for them 
all Inside of ten days or two weeks. 

The rumor that the stoppings have been 
blown out repeatedly during tho last few 
days is utterly denied. 



From Winnipeg Telegram. 

There are many men still living who 
can remember the time when the buffalo 
roamed in countless thousands over the 
illimitable prairie, furnishing food and 
raiment to hunters of all races and all 
colore. 

According to a well preserved legend 
St. Patrick drove out the snakes with 
a stall. , I list as true is it that the In- 
dian, assisted by thoughtless white men. 
drove out the buffalo with the rifle. In- 
stances are not wanting of mighty 
hunts m which the infuriated herds, liv- 
ing before a corps u'f skilful um'ens, 
wore goaded to their death in scores 
There was, and may be yet, unmistak- 
able signs of such a massacre not far 
from Moose Jaw. There lay a whil 
black piles of bleaching bones, remnant 
of what must have been a great herd 
such as would delight collectors of tin 
present day. They bail been driven ti 
death over a deep bluff, the foremos 
pressed to destruction^ by a mnddeninj 
crowd behind. It is a sad but unfortun 
ately all too common sight through all 
the' prairie belt. Such massacres a 
these implicated the buffalo, ami made 
him the object of curiosity he is today- 

So far as can be estimated there are 
today 1,030 buffalo in the world, ami 
even 2(KI of these should he eliminated 
if the count is to be certainly accurate.

Thai is the list as carefully compiled 
by eminent authorities; it is more impos- 
ing in its diversity of locality than in 
its number of specimens. It seems a pity 
to have to ndd, too, that very probably 
not all of these are full-blooded buf- 
falo. When it first became the thing to 
collect rather than to slay, experiments 
were tried in the direction of cross- 
breeding with domestic cattle. The re- 
sult was hardly one tojiluase naturalists 
and the experiments liave now long been 
given up. They were tried among oili- 
er places in Winnipeg: but when the 
herd was divided a few years back 
none but blue-blooded bison' were kept 
to make a Manitoban's holiday. Not so 
certain is the purity of many among the 
European herds. It is almost an estab- 
lished fact that when His Grace of Bed- 
ford wished to build him a miniature 
prairie in his ancestral wild.s ruflre pie- 
hiau bulls ami cows, results of mesal- 
liances sulllcient in their enormity to set 
his aristocratic teeth on edge, and tin 
college of heralds hunting for 11 suit a 
ble quartering on the bovine shield wen: 
palmed off upon him. 

The Canadian wild herd is a si ill more 
serious stumbling block, for if the Wo- 
burn Park animals be but octoroon buf- 
faloes, the others may be no buffalo at 
all. Indeed to break it gently they pro- 
bably have no existence. 

At the same time it is gratifying to 
note that if the bovine kings will never 
again lend romance and danger to the 
Par West, lit least there is little likeli- 
hood of their ever becoming quite extinct. 
From all parts comes the intelligence 
that they are increasing in number. The 
Winnipeg herd has grown from 1 to ,H, 
that at Banff from l(i to 28, that in the 
park at Woburn from 4 to 12, while the 
other collections have increased in like 
proportion. At one time to he sure there 
was a danger that in spite of increasing 
numbers the species would eventually 
become extinct- The minute subdivi- 
sion to which they had been subject led 
to dangerously close inbreeding and the 
ratio of male calves to females grew 
yearly greater. Indeed since the incep- 
tion of the private herds 58 births have 
produced '!5 bulls. However, it lias 
now been demonstrated, it is to be hoped 
beyond doubt, that the number of cows 
is sufficient to meet demands, and as the 
numbers increase still further, the dnn- 
gevs of inbreeding will grow loss atid 
still less till they reach and pass the van- 
ishing point. 

The Winnipeg herd is chiefly remarka- 
ble for its unassuming nature. It lives 
at .Silver Heights, yet few are the citi- 
zens who seem to be even aware of Its 
existence. Still less the number are those 



are now said to be strongly iu favor of 
he Panama route, and may recommend it* 
to the president of the United Slates, if 
n satisfactory transfer of the property 
can be arranged. It is staled on very 
good authority that a formal offer is 
now before the commission to turn over 
the Panama Company's concession and 
plain to the United States, or to any 
American corporation, on terms to bu 
tixed by any disinterested appraisers. 
Investigation seems to have convinced 
the United States engineers that the 
Panama route is the best on technical 
grounds, and it is likely to be decided 
upon iu due time. Tliia will mean the 
abandonment of tho Nicaragua canal 
scheme and prevent competition, as no 
0110 else but the United States would 
think of pursuing the Nieuraguan 
scheme if the Piulama canal were push- 
ed to a conclusion, while the Panama 
canal would have been finished some- 
time or other, even if the Nicaragua 
canal were undertaken by the United 
Stutes. 'More certainly, perhaps, 011 
that account. The government of Nic- 
aragua gave the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, au American concern, a conces- 
sion for the purpose of constructing a 
canal across the isthmus in April, 1SS7, 
which provided that it should be com- 
pleted within ten years from October, 
18S0. A subsidy was expected from 
the American government, or TTTnT uio 
concession might be transferred to it, 
but no decisive action has been taken 
by congress, as the engineering ques- 
tions have never been solved to its sat- 
isfaction and that of the American peo- 
ple. The political question has been 
another reason for hesitancy. The Bul- 
wer-Claytou treaty stood in the way of 
the military control of the canal, which 
the United States desired, as it pro- 
vides that neither the United States 
nor Great Britain shall acquire terri- 
torial rights in Centra! America, and 
that both powers shall exercise joint 
control over any canal that may be built 
thcro to join the two oceans. By the 
modification of the treaty agreed to by 
Lord I'auucefoto and Secretary Hay, 
Great Britain was willing to give the 
Unite States exclusive control, but the 
United States was not to be allowed 
to fortify the canal, and it was to be 
open to the ships of all nations in peace 
or war. This did not suit the senate, 
and Great Britain's concessions were 
rejected. The term of the concession 
to tile canal company has now expired, 
and the Nieuraguan government has 
taken possession of the property of the 
company, and has removed its plant 
from tSreytowu to the interior. This 
was done at the instance of tile Nieura- 
guan minister of public works, who de- 
cided .Unit the concession was void ow- 
ing non-fulfilment of its conditions. 

The history of the Panama canal dates 
hack tn the year LSTo, when the Colom- 
bian congress passed a bill authorizing 
the executive to negotiate for the open- 
ing of a communication by canal be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific. A 
concession was granted in 1STS to Mr. 
X. B. Wyse, a French naval officer, who 
represented the Civil International Ca- 
nal Company. At the same time, tho 
government declared neutral for ever 
title ports at either extreme of the canal, 
and the waters of the same from sea to 
sea. Also that the transit of the canal 
should not be interrupted because of 
war, but thai any ship whatever should 
be free to navigate the canal oil pay- 
ment of tolls, all troops foreign to Co- 
lumbia to be excepted, except by per- 
mission of the Columbian congress. In 
'.May, 1ST!), the International congress 
met at Paris for the study of the canal, 
and Count Ferdinand de Lesseps was 
elected president. The route chosen was 
from the Gulf of Limon to the Bay of 
Panama. Some preliminary work was 
done in 1880 and it was in full swing 
by 1883. The de Lesseps Company was 
formed in 1881 for the purpose, of mak- 
ing a tide-level ship canal, 'forty-six 
miles long. Owing to notorious corrup- 
tion, it went into liquidation in 1889, 
having expended 772,545,412 francs, or 
about $154,500,082, and having failed 
to obtain a loan of six hundred million 
francs to complete the work. A new 
company was organized in 1804, and the 
sum raised up .to June, 1807, was 48,- 
420,184 francs. Several thousand men 
have since been employed and great pro- 
gress has been made witli tho great 
Culefra cutting. The design of the cnnal 
has been changed since its 1 commence- 
ment and it is now to he provided with 
locks. An American company was or- 
ganized in IS!)!) to complete the canal, 
which it was estimated could bo done 
for an additional 512,000,000 francs, or 
some .'j!102,-10(),0(X). Am extended con- 
cession has been obtained which does 
not expire until October 31, 1!>10. How 
far the United States would, by getting 
national possession of the Panama cnnal, 
gain its coveted monopoly and control of 
the isthmus traffic would depend on the 
acquiescence of the other power. Tho 
Bttlwer-Clayton treaty, although framed 
with regard to the Nicaragua cnnal, 
would seem to apply equally to this one. 
It is a question, however, if any of tho 
powers, or any combination of them, is 
prepared to quarrel with the United 
States over the matter unless she should 
in some really serious way trespass ou 
their interests. 



\ Water Tube Tests 



The London Leader gives the following 
from the official "llcport of the trials of 
His Majesty s ships Hyacinth and Minerva 
to Gibraltar and back, 0-20 July, 1001." 
Brief mention of the report was mentioned 
la the telegraphic despatches at the time. 

A "Report on the Trials of His Majesty's 
ships Hyacinth and Minerva to Gibraltar 
and bnck. 0-2O July, 1001," prepared for tho 
House of Commons, was officially issueu 
on Saturday. 

Itear-Admlral W. n. .May, Controller ol 
the Navy, In presenting the observation: 
of tho president of the boiler commlttei 
on the trial, draws attention to the follow- 
ing points: 

1. The very serious loss of water In Hya 
clath, us pointed out by the president ot 
the holler committee, This was due to 
leaky joints. A certain number were lo- 
cated nt Gibraltar, and ou examination nt 
Portsmouth their leaks were discovered 
and reported. 

2. The state of the Minerva's tubes at 
the end of each run. On arrival at Gib- 
raltar the cap ferrules were found to bo 
partially choked, due to "bird-nesting," 
and the ship could not have gone any fur- 
ther at that power (7,000 l.h.p.) As it was. 
she was using up to 1.71n. of air pressure, 
Instead of V.in., to maintain the necessary 
combustion for this power. On arrival at 
Portsmouth practically the same thing oc- 
curred. 

8. The Hyacinth developed an average 
of 1,000 more Indicated horse-power than 
the Minerva on the run home: this should 
have given the former n substantial In- 
crease In speed, whereas there was a slight 
decrease. This extra l.h.p. must have been 
absorbed either In the engines or on the 
mala shaft bearings, or in the hull. It Is 
possible that the shape of hull may have 
had something to sav Iu the matter, but 
former trials do not bear this out. For ex- 
ample, when tile Ulghtlyer (same class) was 
tried against tile Minerva last year, the 
former maintained a higher power and 
Sliced, except at ten knots, when she had 
to exert more l.h.p, to obtain the speed. 
The case requires Investigation. 

The statement by Vleo-Admlral Sir Comp- 
ton Domvtle, president of the boiler com- 
mittee, gives lengthy details of the cruise. 

It had been arranged, he says, that the 
water la the reserve tanks of both ships 
should be used as the only make-up feed- 
water until It was reduced to twenty tons. 
In order that the amount of make-up feed 
used per day might be accurately deter- 
mined. When the reserve had been reduc- 
ed to 20 tons, this water was to he kept In- 
tact In the tanks ready for use In case 
of emergency, nml all make-up required 
wns. to be obtained from the evaporators. 
Special reserve tanks hail been fitted In the 
Hyacinth to hold about 100 tons: this, add- 
ed to the original reserve tank stowage, 
gave a total reserve tank stowage of about 
Mo tons. The total reserve stowage of 
the Minerva was about 170 tons. 

When tlie amount was reduced to ;i."i 
tons in the Hyacinth, the stuff engineer 
asked to be allowed to start the evaporat- 
ors on account of the difficulty of getting 
the water out of the tanks by the special 
pump fitted for these trials. Two Weir's 
evaporators, working with exhaust steam, 
were started at half-past five on the Oth, 
nml the two Normandy's during the after- 
noon of the 10th. At quarter past one on 
lit li July the stah" engineer of the Hya- 
cinth reported the engines would have to 
be easd on account of the large loss of 
water, and the trial was abandoned from 
one a.m. All the evaporators were working 
at this time and. In addition to the water 
from the reserve tanks. 25 tons of drink- 
ing water had been used for boiler make 
up. The Hyacinth returned to Gibraltar at 
slow speed, arriving there on tho evening 
of the 11th. The Minerva continued steam- 
ing nt 7,ooo h.p. till e.evea p. m. on the 
12th. nt which time there were still 30 
tons of coal In the bunkers, not Including 
the reserve, nml 20 tons of water remained 
In the reserve tanks. 

The average h. p. of the Hyacinth wns 
7.017 for KCli/, hours, with a coal consump- 
tion of 1.07 lbs., and the distance run was 
about 1,810 miles, nt an nvernge speed of 
17.0 knots: the Minerva's h.p. wns 7,007 for 
147 hours, with a coal consumption of 2.0X1 
lb., and the distance run was about 2,0-10 
miles, at an average speed of 17.0(1 knots. 
On examination of the Minerva's boilers 
after arrival at Gibraltar. It was fonnd that 
the openings in the Admiralty ferrules were 
seriously choked, the fjlzo of the openings. 
In some cases, being reduced to about one- 
third the original. 

The boiler mid engines In both ships 
worked well on the way out, with the ex- 
ception of the eccentric strap holt of the 
Minerva, anil a number of leaks which dot 
veloped In connect Ion with the boilers of 
the Hyacinth: these latter appeared to be 
come worse after the engines were sudden- 
ly eased on entering Ihe fog on the Oth, on 
which occasion the pressure of the boilers 
became sufficiently high as to lift the saf- 
ety valves. 

The loss of wnter In the Hyacinth was at 
first attributed to leaky feed suction pipes, 
but during the stay at Gibraltar these pities 
the- feed and hotwell tanks, and the boil- 
ers and boiler blow-outs, were water-pres- 
sure tested, and no leaks beyond those al- 
ready discovered. 

As no serious leaks could be discovered 
during the stay nt Gibraltar, the leaky 
Joints In the Hyacinth's boilers were re- 
made by the ship's staff; and on Tuesday, 
10th, the ship was taken out for a run nt 
about 7,000 h.p.. to test the amount of feed 
water being lost. This was found to ho nt 
the rate of 55 tons a day, from the records 
of a six hours' run. 

At half past three p. in., on tho 17th the 
committee embarked: at this time the Hya- 
cinth had two boilers alight for auxiliary 
purposes, and the Minerva one. Before the 
ships began the homeward run a communi- 
cation as follows was handed to the cap- 
tain of each ship: 

On the responsibility of the ship's of- 
ficers a large quantity for boiler mnke-up 
has been taken as a precautionary meas- 
ure In the double bottoms of the Hyacinth 
nnd In the extra reserve tanks of both 
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Willie (aged five)— Bapa, didn't you

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ships. These latter tanks were lifted spec- 
ially for the outward trials, and do not 
form a part of the ship's ordinary fittings. 
It Is to be understood that, except the 
amount originally allowed to each shin, 
(about 40 tons In the ordinary reserve 
tanks), this Is to be used Iu cases of emer- 
gency only during tho homeward run. The 
evaporators, If they have not been In use 
before, are to bo stnrted as soon as the 
•10 tons mentioned have been used up, and 
then the make-up required Is to be obtain- 
ed from the evaporators. If the evaporat- 
ors are tumble to supply the whole of tho 
make-up required, their use at maximum 
obtainable output Is to he maintained, 
while the remaining water used may bo 
taken from the reserve tanks. 

In the case of the Minerva, the expendi- 
ture of the -10 tons In question was not ex- 
ceeded, hut the Hyacinth had used the 10 
tons by a quarter-past Ave a. in. on the 
20th, although her evaporators had been 
working practically all the time. At the 
conclusion of the trial It was reported that 
08 tons of water had been used from the 
reserve tanks of the Hyacinth as make-up 
feet, In addition to tint made by the evap- 
orators. 

At half-past nine n. m.. on the 20th the 
trial in the Hyacinth finished, the ship 
being then olT St. Catherine's and she ar- 
rived at Splthead at half-past eleven p. in. 
The Minerva hud passed St. Catherine's 
at twenty minutes past eight p. m„ and 
anchored at Splthead at a quarter to ton 
p. ni. Tho coal used by the Hyacinth on 



the way home wns stated to C30 tons; by 
the Minerva lot tons. The Hyacinth's 
evaporators were all In use practically the 
whole time, hut the Minerva used hers but 
little. 

The maximum power developed by the 
.Minerva was about 8,700 h.p., while that 
developed by the Hyacinth was nearly 10,- 
000 for at least two hours, during which 
time the Hyacinth did not perceptibly gain 
on the •Minerva. The Hyacinth average 
power when running clear of fog was about 
8,-ltKi. and the Minerva's about 8,400 h.p. 

From the results of the outward run It 
appears that the radius of action of eacl 
of these vessels at 7,000 h.p. as far as th* 
coal is concerned, should he, roughly— 
Hyacinth, 2,030; Minerva, 3,000 miles. Na 
difficulty was experienced In cither ship 
nt any part of the outward or homeward 
runs In keeping up a sufficient supply of 
coal to the tires.

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CEYSERS PETERING OFT. 

A Geologist Says the Present Generation 
May See the Last of Them- 

From the Denver Republican. 

According to sum,, of the memlMsrs of 
th" American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the geysers ot 
Yellowstone Park w^f. some day dis.ip- 
pcar. Some of the scientists insist that 
the decline of the geyser in so rapid that 
the present generation will see the hist 
of them. 

Edwin Hinckley Barbour, of Lincoln, 
Neb., professor of geology of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, and acting state geolo- 
gist since lS'.tl, has some radical views 
on the subject. Mr. Barbour is an au- 
thor and is in charge annually of the 
Worn;] geological and hydrogruphic sur- 
1 eys. I n a letter he says: 

"The rapid decline of the geyser phe- 
nomena in the Yellowstone National 
Park si'. mis to be hut little understood, 
hilt to those who will visit the spot fre- 
quently, the changes seem startling, and 
to the geologist alarmingly rapid. If one 
may judge from impressions, -it seems 
safe to assume that if the decline in gcy- 
-11' activity noted during the past four 
years should continue for the coming 
tdghl or ten years, the features which 
most impress the geologist will have dis- 
nppeared. As a warning every geologist 
who intends visiting the park 'should not 
tpone the trip 11 year, but should visit 



PEASANT RUSSIA. 

Conditions Under Which They Live Not 
Enviable. 

From Saturday Review. 

The Muscovite peasant lives a hard 
life, but, through hereditary usage, less 
hard than it would seem to his brother 
of England. The problem of clothes 
he finds easy of solution, for as a rule 
he makes his own. Many of the peas- 
ants, however, can afford to pay the 
journeyman tailor wdio comes to each 
village, visiting each house as required, 
living with the family so long as the 
work he is engaged for lasts, and pro- 
viding each member of the household 
during his sojourn with clothes sufficient 
nut 1 his next visit. The peasant's usual 
dress consists of rough cloth trousers 
and red striped shirt: he cares little for 
hats. If the Czar ordered his peasant 
subjects to dicss as the peasants of this 
country do, not all the linns in England 
would be alne to supply the demand, 
much less keep pace with it. Roots are 
worn, hut the great prevalence of 
rheumatism in its worst forms among 
thi> Russian villagers seems to show that 
they are of a very inferior kind; hi- 
de, d, these boots 'are little more than 
baskets, made of roods and grass and 
kept together with linen. Round the 
legs, from ankle to knee, are bound linen 
rags, tied with string. This forms the 
soie protection in line weather and bad, 
on road and lield, and the condition of a 
Inboier working in the potato fields is 
pitiable enough. No wonder the peas- 
ant's thoughts so often turn longingly 
to the army. A soldier, lie is decently 
cloth- d ii blind; cloth tunic, trousers, 
shirt and hoots. 

In Russia, companies of infantry are 
sent out road repairing, house building 
and railway consfructing — generally 
woikimg for contractors. Prisoners of 
too state are often employed in the 
same way. The earnings of the men 
are apportioned in t birds— one-third goes 
to the contractor, one third to the gov- 
ernment from whom he hires the labor, 
and the remainder the worker takes him- 
self. He does not got the full bi nelil 
of bis fraction, however, for the state 
tacitly demands from the .soldier or the 
prisoner one-eighth of bis one-third for 
various objects. Every soldier is ex- 
pected to keep himself clean and smart- 
lie stands little chance of promotion if

GREAT "ItED ROUTE." 

The Transpacific Cable to Girdle Greater 
Britain. 

From London Leader. 

Uncoiled entiles to tho Antipodes, as for- 
warded by the present telegraph .system, 
puss 011 their overland and submarliio 
flight through many foreign territories. 
Commercial cables consequently run the 
risk of having their golden secrets extract- 
ed in transitu, while Important political 
messages ar<- frequently committed to the 
tender mercies of operators working at 
stations where the foreign quidnunc 
abounds. Cablegrams, as the Journalist 
known to his sorrow, often suffer in their 
travels from the. effects of distortion and 
mutilation, nnd us frequently as not have 
to undergo an expensive and tedious treat- 
ment of repetition. 

All these shortcomings have been appa- 
rent for many years, but, owing to the 
apathetic attitude of financiers In regard to 
promoting enterprise and furnishing capi- 
tal to effect an • Improvement in existing 
systems, the public official, the business 
man, the Journalist, anil the private cor- 
respondent have been mulcted by the exces- 
sive scale or payment per word, to say 
nothing of their serious losses Incurred by 
the lengthy and circuitous process of ca- 
bling to the Antipodes by the Eastern route 
A conference was held some years hack 
at Ottawa by the greatest British and 
North American engineering experts, with 
the object of studying the nature ot the 
difficulties In the way of a Western cable 
system, ami grappling with them. 

The outcome of this conference and many 
protracted pourparlers with the present 
government was that the Hons,, of c ()m . 
mons came to tho rescue of the Western 
cable system with a vote of £2.000.000 for 
the construction of a vast trans-PacIllc 
cable to connect Australia direct witli tho 
Mother Country. Tenders were Invited, 
and the construction of the leviathan cable 
Is now In the hands of the Telegraph Con 
structlon ,t Maintenance company, the 
engineers under whose spcclflcatlons tlic 
contract was taken out being Messrs. 
Clarke, Fordo ami Taylor, of Winchester- 
buildings, H.C.. and the contractors Messrs. 
Taylor, Peako and Dearlove. 

A representative of the Morning Lender 
has gathered some details of this vast 
cable system. It Is the longest single span 
of cable ever planned, completing as It 
does. tin. circuit of the world from the 
western hemisphere going Hast. The cable

The 
Lardeau & B. C. Goldiflelda is looking 
for a second Ymir, and as mines of uhis 
class sire not discovered every day, .it 
may be some little itime before this 
search is rewarded. TJie careful ipollcy, 
however, is unquestionably the right one. 
The company has so ifar made few mis- 
takes, and has done a groat deal for 
British Columbia by carrying on its in- 
VGStmeuta and operations upon legiti- 
mate lines. The opinion formed of the 
iKva may or may not 'be well founded, 
(but it is nevertheless in tae •best inter- 
ests of the province that if there is any 
doubt at all as to the productive capa- 
bilities of the property, that the com- 
pany should abandon the enterprise at 
this early stage than later on.

The recent investments made by capi- 
tal in East Kootenay iron areas have 
Htim ula ted prospecting for this class of 
property, and, during the past mouth, to 
quote the Fort Steele Prospector, large 
occurrences of iron ore have 'been dis- 
covered in that and neighboring dis- 
tricts.

passed. Steps will, therefore, 'be imme- 
diately taken to liquidate the old and re- 
incorporate the new company. The 
wtpitaliantion remains the same, but the 
stock is to be assessable up to 4 cents, 
imynlble ait a rate not to exceed 2 mills 
<per share per month. It is expected to 
(raise by calls ?185,000, but the directors 
confidently assert that a very much less 
sum will be required to .place the mine 
■upon a dividend-paying footing. There 
•is, however, as yet no independent and 
competitive corroboration of this opin- 
ion. If I were a shareholder I think I 
tshould require something of the kind 
{before paying my 4 cents a share in 
tenJIa. 

•GdEAXBY SMELTER 
MEXTS. 

' A correspondent from Grand Forks 
m-ntes that completion of the additions 
which the Granby Mining, Smelting it 
(Power Company is making to its smelt- 
ing -works at that place has been ilc- 
iayed by the strike of American steel 
•workers. But substantial progress lias 
Ibeen made with the erection of buildings 
•and the putting in position of siich of 
the now plant nnd .machinery as lias 
Ibeen received at the works. The addi- 
tions to the plant include two furnaces, 
two converters, one turbine wheel, elec- 
tric generators and motors, hydraulic 
jM>wer appliances, another sampling mill 
complete, and numerous accessories to 
these several additions. The new 
sampling mill has bigger machines nnd 
a larger capacity throughout than the 
one already in use. More ore bins have 
Ibeen built, bringing the total ore storage 
capacity of bins and bunkers up to 
about 12,000 tons. A fourth Conners- 
viJle iblower is being put in the furnace- 
(blowing room. Another automatic 
charging car is to bo placed on the fur- 
nace feed floor. Electric power is being 
substituted for steam in the machine 
Shop, The Hut dust chamber has been 
extended 200 feet, and other additions

and Improvements have /been made to 
keep pace with the steadily increasing 
demands that are being made upon the 
capacity of these important reuuetion 
works. 

In the current issue the Phoenix 
Pioneer editorially remarks on the an- 
nouncement, which has been made offi- 
cially, that in addition to the two fur- 
naces now being added to the Granby 
works, threo more of a similar capacity 
will ere long he set up, making in all 
seven copper furnaces, which, combined, 
would ibe capable of treating over 2,000 
tons of ore daily. 

Both the Granby anil the Greenwood 
smelters) are making excellent perform- 
ances in the way of smelting records, 
the furnaces in both cases producing 
considerably more matte daily than 
their nominal capacity suggests.

Tl IE FA1RVIBW CORPORATION. 

Mr. Richard Russell, managing 
director of the Pairview Corporation, 
has given the following statement of 
the company's affairs to the press: 

"It will he a matter of considerable 
satisfaction to the shareholders to know 
that the assessment plan has proved 
most successful, and we have now sulli- 
cient capital irom the first to warrant 
me in stating that when the final call is 
met we shall be in a good financial posi- 
tion, entirely free from debt, and the 
machinery installed and running.

THE SITUATION AT ROSSLAND. 

Expectations, of late, of an early 
settlement of the strike situntiou at 
Rossland have been exceedingly san- 
guine, iu consequence of the arrival of 
Mr. R. .1. Prucheville, the newly ap- 
pointed director of the Le Itoi company, 
who was specially commissioned by tin; 
shareholders to proceed to Rossland in 
their interests. These anticipations, 
however, are not likely to be fulfilled, 
for he has just announced, through the 
Rossland Miner, that he, as representing 
the company, cannot "concede to the 
demands of the Miners' Union."

dcung everything in his power to effect a 
settlement on lines acceptable to lioffi 
sides. If nothing of this sort is done, 
there is likely to bo trouble for some 
time to coine, as ilu- importation of 
miners from Missouri is not proving 
iiml will not prove an unqualified suc- 
cess. It is stated that the Lo Itoi 
company is now employing Hod of those 
alien workers. 1ml notwithstanding this 
the output from the mine anil smelter 
remains miserably small. 

KE'lTHNS FROM Till-: YMIR. 
It is said tlie Ymir mine is now earn- 
ing profit s at the rate of :',(| per cent, 
mi its capital, although stoping from the 
rich chute of ore recently encountered 
has not been commenced. The work of 
sinking the- main shaft at the mine, ns 
well as the driving of the main tunnel 
on the 1,000-foot level, is being ad- 
vanced as rapidly as possible. Work 
upon the installation of the cyanide 
plant, from the operation of which a 
very material gain is predicted in the 
profits of the Ymir, is also going ahead 
as rapidly as could be desired. The 
secretary of the company also reports 
that ns the result of some prospecting 
on the Mugwump, u new discovery has 
.been made of a ledge which carries 
good values in gold. This find, how- 
ever, has not yet been sufficiently ex- 
plored to enable the mnnngennent of (h 
property to determine whether the find 
constitutes a new ledge or is simply a 
continual ion of the main Ymir ledge 
through new ground. Work on this 
discovery is now going on. 

A " POOR MAN'S MINE." 
The New Denver Ledge states that 
from n carload of 21 tons of ore shipped 
recently from the Capella., n property 
on Goat mountain, a net return of 
$3,00(1 was received, nnd remarks that 
such returns will have a tendency to 
direct the attention of capital to the 
potentialities of the locality. The 
Capella is a dry ore property, and is the 
only one on the mountain that has been 
developed to any extent. The ore 
that was shipped was taken from the 
tunnel that is being run on the lead. 
The ore was encountered shortly after 
the tunnel was started, and has been 
continuous for about IfiO feet. No 
stoping has been done. The tunnal is 
being pushed ahead, nnd another ship- 
ment is being taken out as work pro- 
ceeds. The Capella is indeed a poor 
man's property. It is less than a mile 
from New Denver, and can be worked 
the year around. The ore will average 
J>2o0 a 'ton. and the pay chute is without, 
doulbt the best that has boon opened up 
in New Denver's dry ore belt. 

THE SLOCAN. 
Prospects in the Slocan arc steadily 
improving, particularly the Slocan Lake 
division, of affairs in which the Drill 
speaks as follows: 

"The situation in the camp lias lie- 
como further improved .within the past 
fortnight, nnd more men are being placed 
on the pay roll. In a few days the new 
mill and compressor plant at the Enter- 
prise will be in regular operation, nnd 
so opening- up another chance for pros- 
perity on Ten-Mile.

Ore ship- 
ments continue at a satisfactory rate, 
and it is quite probable several import- 
ant deals will be closed up ere the snow 
Hies. The outlook for the winter is 
bright." 

THE LOCAL STOCK MAJtKET. 
The market during the week has 
shewn greater strength and activity 
than .for some time past, and both in 
Toronto and Rossland transactions have 
been numerous. Winnipeg, Rambler 
and Centre Star have been in great de- 
mand, the former selling from 9% to 10, 
and the latter as high as 51. Rambler 
continues to be firmly held at about -10. 
The advance in Centre Star is not yet 
explained; but if, as some suppose, the 
rise took place in anticipation of an 
early settlement of the strike consequent 
upon the arrival of Mr. PrechoviWe, of 
the ILe Roi company, at Rossland, a re- 
action may be looked for. Slocan stocks 
nre becoming firmer, Payne having ad- 
vanced to 20 asked, IS bid; and Noble 
Five, which has been somewhat weak 
lately, sold in Toronto on Friday at O 1 /.-- 
It is reported that the Lust Chance 
ledge has been encountered on the prop- 
erty, and shareholders are anxiously 
anticipating an official corroboration of 
the rumor. Cnriboo-McKinney is rap- 
idly recovering from the recent slump, 
ami has sold again this week at 24>L>, 
while the latest quotations show a fur- 
ther advance to 28 asked, 25% bid. 
War Eagle and Iron Mask are quiet, 
the former selling at 13. North Star is 
still weak, one sale being reported at 
from To'-onto. 



A WONDER" OP POTSDAM. 

Kaiser's Mussel Shell Saloon A Feature 
of New Palace.

It is little wonder that the youthful 
Prince Chun \\tfis impressed by his sur- 
roundings when the Kaiser received him 
in the .Mussel Shell Saloon of the new 
palace at Potsdam. 

The apartment in which the audience 
took place is one of the finest and at 
the same time one of the must curious 
in Europe. Entirely inlaid with polish- 
ed shell.-, and precious stones, the whole 
vast saloon shimmers like crystal, while 
myriads of specks of varied colored lights 
dart out from the wall and ceiling. 
Tu one unaccustomed to ami unexpecl- 
iug such a display ,the effect must have 
been bewildering. 

The whole interior of the new palace 
is embellished in equally magnificent 
style. It is new in name only, the build- 
ing having bi-in commenced so long ago 
as 1703 and finished six years later. The 
total cost was £450,1 M Ml. The frontage 
extends for a distance of 400 feet, and 
the, apartments number about 2ih). 

Here the Emperor and Empress come 
for the quiet homo life generally denied 
them at their palace in Berlin, for his 
majesty has said that he is ••never so 
happy as when dining alone with his 
wife.'" The imperial couple may fre- 
quently he seen ia the lanes about the 
new palace taking an invigorating ride 
before 7 o'clock in the morning. 

The Etitperor and his family occupy 
the north wing of the palace. The most 
notable apartments, in addition to the 
one already referred to. are the Jasper 
Gallery, the dining hall, nnd the state 
drawing rooms. 

Resides being decorated and furnished 
in superb fashion, the rooms are full of 
priceless art treasures, collected for the 
most part by Frederick the Great. 
The paintings include examples by Ru- 
bens, Titian. Tintoretto, and other mas- 
ters. The orangery, which is also men- 
tioned in connection with Prince Chun's 
visit, is a tine building fronted by a num- 
ber of remarkably life-like statues. 
Malachite as well as other costly mater- 
ials appears in the exquisite ornamenta- 
tion of the rooms. Another beautiful 
object which Prince Chilli no doubt ob- 
served is the great fountain in the park, 
which Mings vast volumes of water to a 
height of over 10(1 feet. 

Altogether, it would be interesting to 
reail a translation of the Prince's im- 
pressions of Potsdam. 

The Schloss at Berlin is no less ornate 
than the new palace; but in the former 
the scheme of decoration follows more 
conventional lines. The finest or the 
apartments are undoubtedly the throne 
loom ami the white room. A striking 
feature of the throne room is n hand- 
some crystal chandelier, which once 

st 1 in th" reichstng rooms at Worms. 

Luther was wont tu stand beneath it at 
the Diet. In this room also may lie seen 
a silver column eight feet in height, pre- 
sented to the Kniperor William I. by the 
ollieers of the German army and navy.

In none of the International competitions 
of the present year has more unlet Interest 
le en taken by the people of Canada than 
In the world s champiousbln rltle match nt 
Sea Girt. The Canadian team waa picked 
out rather hurriedly at the close of the D. 
It. A. meet ami consisted not so much of 
the crack shuts available among Canada's 
sharpshooters as of the men among the 
clever marksmen, who were able to afford 
the time and expense of going to Sea Girt. 
It was a private enterprise In tlie sense 
that It was arranged among the members 
of the association themselves, nnd nil tho 
government did to forward It was to fur- 
nish khaki uniforms and pony hats for tho 
team. While the personnel of the team was 
undoubtedly good, a number of the best 
marksmen nt the D. It. A. were unable 
for business reasons, to go on the team. 
Knowing this, the result was not looked 
forward to with that confidence which 
would have prevailed had Canada's repre- 
sentative been the best team we could have 
sent, but there was a strenuous Interest In 
the fortunes of the team, and :i general 
anxiety that they should beat the marks- 
men of Uncle Sam. as the last representa- 
tives of Cnnnda who shot over there did 
nt Oreedmoore. During the past year or 
two the military achievements of Canadi- 
ans have been considerably advertised, nnd 
It Is particularly satisfactory to have their 
ability us marksmen demonstrated In com- 
petition with the best marksmen of the 
United States. Their comrades In the mil- 
itia and all Canada are proud of them, nnd 
all the more so because they were what 
Ih usually termed n "scratch" team. 

In addition to that. It proved that the 
Lee-Endllelcl rifle Is not a whit Inferior to 
the Krag-Jorgensen, which has been held 
to be an excellent weapon, and the ono 
with 'which the United States troops are 
armed. 

The Canadian troops nre the only ones 
who use the I.ee-Eiidtleld rltle. A team 
armed with that ride has won the world's 
championship nt Sea Girt, shooting espec- 
ially well nt long ranges. A Canadian team 
also heat a Peer team armed with Mausers 
lu South Africa In a rltle match got up by 
the Poors themselves. Therefore there 
cannot be anything radically wrung with 
the Lee-Enflold If It can beat the Mauser 
and Krag-Jorgensen. No matter bow su- 
perior marksmen are. they cannot win 
such competitions with a poor weapon. It. 
mav be mentioned for general Information 
that the onlv difference between the Lee- 
Enfield and Loe-Metford Is that the former 
has the Enfield bystem of rilling, which by 
manv Is believed to make It superior to the 
lie I.Mi'tfonl. Anvwny. the people wlul 
nre plunging the Canadian Infantry weapon 
should let up. If there Is one thing worse 
than another It Is undermining the confl- 
of a soldier In his weapon needlessly.

Morally the custom is salutary. It 
shows a man the necessity of wary 
walking. It holds a fellow to a stand- 
ard, warns him to be careful in his 
correspondence, corrects his avarice or 
his prodigality. A woman begins, if 
we may hazard a theory, by searching 
her boy's pockets, sure to contain many 
surprising and some noxious objects. 
She has to become a censor and inspec- 
tor of masculine treasures. Then in the 
present day, when most men who are 
not sailors or soldiers have lost the art 
of sewing, she is the pocket maker, the 
pocket patcher. She makes the pockets. 
She keeps them in order. She has a 
clear title to toll, rent or whatever you 
want to call it; the woman's penny. 
Without her the supercilious beast 
wouldn't have any pockets. She is justi- 
fied in charging him a fee, a slight inter- 
est on tlie endowment of nil his worldly 
goods. She has the right to garnish his 
pockets. 

Resides, they nre her porkets. With- 
out •enlarging upon the necessity of a 
common household fund and of a special 
privy purse for the wife, it is enough 
to say that since for mysterious reason, 
into which Heaven forfend that we 
should enter, she has no pockets of her 
own, his must l>e hers. She has the 
right to use them, to collect her just dues 
from them. If he doesn't like it, let him 
stuff his ill-gotten gains into saddle- 
bags, nnd carry them securely locked 
around with him or jingle loose change 
into a safe deposit vault every day.

Fire or Hie 
junkman or the ragman gets the dollars 
lie grudged his wife.

Bounty Crew's lies ulants Degenerate 

Steadily.

An Interesting parliamentary document 
on the Pltcalrn Islanders. Issued vester- 
day, draws attention to the little Pacific 
Island on which the mutineers of the Ill- 
fated Bounty landed more than n century 
ago, and where today there Is a population 
of about 12(5 persons, all. with one or two 
exceptions, descendants of the original 
mut Ineers. 

The constant Intermarriage of the same 
families has wrought great hf.voe among 
the Pltcalrn population, and tin; Island is 
no longer the Arcadian spot It was In the 
old mutineer davs. 

This was already noticeable In 1884, when 
Captain Doughty, of II. M.S. Constance, 
reported that he found the people laeklng 
In that "light-hearted jovousness which 
had characterized them In the punt. 

"Tlie. women did not come out of their 
houses to welcome us. or the children run 
about and offer flowers and fruit; the tone 
of the reception was staid and coininon- 
plaoe." 

After that there were no further oulclal 
record of the Islanders until H.M.S. Comus 
visited them In November. 181)7. 

At that date Captain Dyke noticed "a 
want of something nhout. them." More- 
over, he discovered that the morals of tho 
community were not what they should be. 
and that although 1he population was only 
1-12 the number of Illegitimate children was 
Inordinate. 

As showing the extent to which Intermar- 
riage has been carried, of the above popu- 
lation of 142. fCi were men. 51 women, and 
•children, composed of 51 Christians. 47 
Youngs, 20 Warrens. It Coffins. (! McCoys, 
Putters, 1 Ituffet and 4 Smiths.
